Cryptic Bid, former Kentucky Derby hopefut, 
tiving the sweet iife as retiree at Candyland 


H erb and Ellen Moelis’s 
CandyLand Farm in 
Middletown, Del., 
site of the annual Thorough¬ 
bred Charities of America 
auction, is also home to sever¬ 
al beloved equine retirees. 


Remember Cryptic Bid? 
Bred in Maryland by Candy- 
Land, Cryptic Bid ranked 
among the early winter book 
favorites for the 1995 Ken¬ 
tucky Derby, based upon his 
brief but undefeated 2-year- 
old campaign that included a 
smashing nine and a half- 
length allowance score at 
Aqueduct. 

But complications follow¬ 
ing surgery for an ankle chip 
soon compromised any hope 
of greatness for the son of 
Cryptoclearance. 

“He colicked and almost 
died,” said Herb Moelis, who 
had sold his interest in the 
colt at the Fasig-Tipton Flori¬ 
da 2-year-olds in training sale, 
where trainer John Kimmel 
signed the ticket for 
$100,000 on behalf of his fa¬ 
ther, Caesar P. Kimmel. 

Moelis followed Cryptic 
Bid’s progress over the next 
few years—the horse (who 
late in his career became a 
gelding) made a total of 11 
starts at 3, 4, 5 and 6, without 
visiting the winner’s circle. 
His final effort was a fourth- 
place finish, as favorite, in a 
$15,000 claiming race in Oc-

tober, 1998, at Philadelphia 
Park. 

When Kimmel consigned 
the then-6-year-old to the 
horses of racing age auction at 
Belmont Park in the fall of 
’98, Moelis made a more 
practical suggestion. “1 called 
him, and said ‘Since you 
won’t get much for him, why 
not let us retire him here on 
the farm, and give him a 
home for the rest of his life,’ ” 
said Moelis. 

“The Kimmels are charita¬ 
ble people, and they immedi¬ 
ately said yes,” Moelis contin¬ 
ued. 

Cryptic Bid returned to 
CandyLand a near-invalid, his 


digestive system never having 
fiilly recovered from the post¬ 
surgery colic three years be¬ 
fore. “It was hard to stabilize 
him in the beginning. One of 
his biggest problems was that 
he couldn’t eat hay,” said 
Moelis. “Now he’s fine. He 
eats hay just fine. He’s turned 
out in a field with cows, living 
the life of Riley.” 

Moelis hopes Crvptic Bid’s 
story will inspire more people 
to consider offering homes to 
horses whose racing careers 
are ending. “He’s a nice horse 
who had a lot of tough luck,” 
said the breeder. “Unfortu¬ 
nately, there are lots of others 
like him.” 


TCA Stallion season 
auction to bo linked 
to Kentucky via 
live satellite 

T hanks to the wonders 
of satellite communi¬ 
cations, the annual 
stallion season benefit auction 
at Herb and Ellen Moelis’s 
Candy Land Farm in Middle- 
town, Del., is about to ex¬ 
pand its reach.

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Safely Home: a reminiscence 



“We had her for almost 20 years; she was the foundation for 
everything we’ve done in the horse business,” David Hayden 
said of Safely Home, above left with daughter Safe At the Plate. 


S afely Home, the com¬ 
moner who gave birth 
to a princess, was eutha¬ 
nized on December 10 due to 
infirmities of old age. She was 
26. 

From the time her owners 
David and Jo Ann Hayden 
claimed Safely Home at Bowie 
in March, 1980, for $11,500, 
their lives were never to be 
the same. 

The daughter of Winning 
Hit—Arc Lamp, by * Stella 
Aurata was making her 72nd 
start that day at Bowie, and 
went into the race with a 
record of 15 wins, 12 seconds 
and 12 thirds (meaning that 
she had finished in the money 
in well over half of her starts). 
The Haydens were drawn to 
the 7-year-old mare’s obvious 
gameness, but that wasn’t her 
only attraction. 

Some of her best efforts 
had come at Pimlico. “The 
Bowie meeting was about to 
end, and after that racing 


went to Pimlico. We knew 
Safely Home loved it there,” 
recalled Jo Ann Hayden. But 
Safely Home never made it 
back to that track. The Hay¬ 
dens ran her back at Bowie 
for $14,500 a week after they 
got her, and she broke down 
—while still managing to 
place second. “It was pure 
heart that got her across the 
finish line,” said Jo Ann. 

Still, the Haydens were 
deeply disappointed. “Our 
breeding operation was sec¬ 
ondary to our racing stable in 
those days,” said David Hay¬ 
den. “We loved the action of 
claiming and racing. And we 
definitely claimed Safely Home 
with the idea of racing her.” 

Instead, they brought the 
mare home to their Dark 
Hollow Farm in Upperco, 
Md., where she produced as 
her fourth foal the nation’s 
champion sprinter of 1989, 
Safely Kept (by Horatius). Like 
her dam. Safely Kept would 


prove a model of consistency, 
winning or placing in 29 of 
her 31 career starts. Her 22 
stakes victories included the 
1990 Breeders’ Cup Sprint- 
Gl, and she retired with earn¬ 
ings of $2,194,206. 

Safely Home’s accom¬ 
plishments did not begin, or 
end, with her most famous 


daughter, however. She was 
the dam of nine other foals to 
race, including graded stakes 
winner Partner’s Hero 
($554,731), multiple stakes- 
placed Safe At the Plate, and 
Safe on Second (winner of 31 
races and $221,220).

In memoriam 


Max Barber 

Max M. Barber, 73, an original mem¬ 
ber of Mignon C. Smith’s Class Star syn¬ 
dicate, died on November 9 after a three- 
year struggle with prostate cancer. He 
and his wife, Sylvia, who made their 
home in Alexandria, Va., last visited the 
winner’s circle when the syndicate-owned 
Complete Number won at Timonium in 
September. 

A lifelong public service worker, Mr. 
Barber was a Congressional employee, re¬ 
tiring as superintendent of the Senate ra¬ 
dio-television correspondents gallery. 

Phoebe Berman 

Phoebe Rhea Berman, a longtime 
Maryland owner/breeder and wife of the 
late physician/author Edgar F. Berman, 
died November 20 at age 89. 

The Bermans bred several stakes win¬ 
ners, including Maryland-bred champi¬ 
ons Marian Bender (an orphaned foal 
whom Mrs. Berman hand-raised) and 
Phoebe’s Donkey. 

Most widely remembered for his anti¬ 
feminist views expressed during the wom¬ 
en’s movement of the 1970s (it was 
thanks to him that the phrase “raging 
hormones” became a familiar term). Dr. 
Berman was also a world-renowned sur¬ 
geon, medical humanitarian and personal 
physician to Vice President Hubert 
Humphrey. 

Mrs. Berman shared her husband’s in¬ 
terest in medical issues, and participated 
with him as a volunteer at Albert 
Schweitzer’s hospital in Africa. She was 
also a noted collector of modern art, and 
in the 1960s edited a local newspaper 
that she and her husband owned. 

Ed O’Brien 

C. Edmund (Ed) O’Brien, who served 
two separate terms as president of the 
now-defunct Maryland-Delaware-Charles 
Town division of the Horsemen’s Benev¬ 
olent and Protective Association, died 
December 10. He was 83. 


“He was always out there trying to 
make life better for the little guy in rac¬ 
ing, and the racing industry as a whole,” 
in the words of his son C. Edmund 
(Chuck) O’Brien Jr. 

O’Brien was involved with the local 
HBPA from the early 1960s until 1987, 
when he was instrumental in the found¬ 
ing of its successor, the Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen’s Association. He 
also was a longtime director and officer of 
the Maryland Horsemen’s Assistance 
Fund. 

A native of Baltimore, O’Brien gradu¬ 
ated from that city’s Calvert Hall College 
and was employed by the Shell Oil Com¬ 
pany for some 30 years before joining his 
brothers Larry and Don O’Brien in their 
Virginia-based book distribution compa¬ 
ny in the late 1960s. He retired about 15 
years ago. 

O’Brien owned a number of race 
horses over the years, many in partnership 
with his brothers, whose Hilltop Stable 
campaigned 1964 Maryland-bred horse 
of the year Bonny Johnny.

Kentucky has abused, but 
not misused, its role as leader 

by Timothy T. Capps 


B iblical prophecies 
tell us that as the 
end of time as we 
have known it approaches, 
there will be wars and ru¬ 
mors of wars. 

If the events of recent 
months are an indicator, 
the w^orld—at least the 
horse racing part of it— 
must be nearing the apoc¬ 
alypse. 

On the always-present 
medication front, we have 
the ongoing saga of clen- 
buterol, the latest fad drug 
which is said to be an ef¬ 
fective decongestant in 
horses, too effective for 
those who believe that any 
medication present in a 
horse’s system on race day 
is not what God intended. 

Proponents of its use 
claim that it simply helps 
clear respiratory^ infections 
and does not enhance rac¬ 
ing performance. Of 
course, in a sport where 
heavy breathing is the 

norm, a well-functioning _ 

respiratory system is a vital 
asset. Where does one 
cross the line between humane treatment 
of equine athletes and inhumane treat¬ 
ment of the betting public.^ 

In Kentucky, apparendy, the scales are 
decidedly tipped in favor of clean air for 
horses, since the state racing commission 
recently announced that it thought cer¬ 
tain levels of clenbuterol were acceptable 
on race day. This stops short of saying 
that clenbuterol can be administered on 
race day, but sanctifies its use in training 
and opens the door for widespread use of 
a drug whose effects on racing perfor¬ 
mance are not well understood and cer¬ 
tainly not researched. 


While we are not 
ready to hail this 
new combination 
as a marriage made 
in horse heaven... 
we would urge the 
NTRA’s support 
base to withhold 
judgment and stay 
the course. 


The public’s knowledge of medication 
use is, as usual, at the bottom of the to- 
do list. Tell ’em about clenbuterol.^ Why, 
that would only further confuse minds al¬ 
ready cluttered from staring at television 
screens filled with races from all over the 
continent and reading programs that are 
thicker than a Keeneland sales catalogue. 

Actually, adding a clenbuterol-in-use 
notation would be a tiny blip on today’s 
information screen since today^’s past per¬ 
formance lines require an advanced de¬ 
gree from MIT to interpret. Nonetheless, 
if states are going to legalize the use of a 
medication, its disclosure to the fan 


should be mandatory. 
Handicappers might not 
know what to make of it, 
but it is better to have been 
puzzled and lost than to 
have been ignorant and 
lost. 

The shame of Kentucky 
has little to do with its 
treatment of the clenbu¬ 
terol matter. As evidenced 
by recent stories about race 
day milkshaking in the state, 
Kentucky’s shame is its 
continued indifference to 
its longstanding reputation 
as the badlands of Ameri¬ 
can medication policy. 

Remember the old line 
about Washington, D.C..> 
First in war, first in peace, 
last in the American 
League, apropos when the 
now-departed Washington 
Senators used to seize and 
fervently hang on to last 
place in baseball’s Ameri¬ 
can League. 

Translate that into Ken¬ 
tucky Thoroughbred lan- 

-- guage and it comes out: 

First in breeding, first in 
equine research, arguably 
first in horsemanship, and bordering on 
criminal negligence in medication policy. 

Backstretch rumors are nothing more 
than rumors, but when they are rampant 
they become perception, and in a game 
where prize money is as precious and 
scarce as rain in Arizona, perception too 
often becomes practice. Even before 
Lasix became popular and controversial, 
Kentucky was rumored to be a testing lab 
for chemical malfeasance. 

To learn now that milkshaking, which 
is like injecting your horse with a combi¬ 
nation of Alka-Seltzer and Gatorade a few 
hours prior to a race, is prevalent in Ken- 
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tucky is no surprise. Once scorned as a 
maneuver practiced by gypsy horsemen 
(in Thoroughbred terms, that means 
Quarter Horse and Standardbred train¬ 
ers—the other guys are always the provo¬ 
cateurs), the milkshake was as certain as 
exotic wagering to find its way into the 
Thoroughbred world. 

Its banishment should be as certain as 
its ascension. Milkshakes are strictly a fuel 
additive and have no medicinal value. 
They are easily detectable and totally un¬ 
justifiable. Not even Kentucky has sug¬ 
gested they belong on the menu of per¬ 
mitted substances, but it also appears that 
Kentucky has not been trying to find 
milkshakes, despite overwhelming anec¬ 
dotal evidence of their use in the state. 

Kentucky horsepeople are proud, and 
correctly so, of their wonderful heritage 
as a horse breeding and racing state. The 
best this industry has to offer is show¬ 
cased in Kentucky; sadly, so is the worst. 
Three decades of drug abuse is enough. If 
Kentucky’s trainers will not demand that 
the racing commission clean up the 
state’s medication mess, and they will 
not, then the legions of prominent breed¬ 
ers and owners in the state must push 
Kentucky Governor Paul Patton to give 
the industry a commission that will estab¬ 
lish medication rules, testing procedures 
and enforcement standards that will make 
the state a leader in this area as well as in 
so many other equine matters. 

To be fair, many prominent Kentucky 
horsemen are alarmed about this state of 
affairs, but also see Kentucky as a whip¬ 
ping boy in something believed to be a 
national problem. They are right about 
the latter, but their best response is to fix 
the problem at home and then be able to 
say, “We’ve got drugs under control, 
now it’s your turn.” 

Kentucky also figures prominently in 
another battle, this one over nothing 
more important than the future of Ameri¬ 
can racing. 

Since its official launch less than two 
years ago, the NTRA has been the subject 
of high expectations, intense speculation 
and periodic controversy. Its core mis¬ 
sion—building public awareness and ac¬ 
ceptance of Thoroughbred racing—is 
something the industry has wished to ac¬ 
complish for many years. 

A determined effort by a broad coali¬ 
tion of industry organizations and high- 
profile owners and breeders put in place a 
funding formula that allowed the launch 
of the NTRA and the hiring of its CEO, 
Tim Smith, and a staff.

They have gotten a lot done in 21 
months or so, and Smith has received de¬ 
servedly high marks from virtually all ob¬ 
servers. The best leader, however, is not 
the one who offends least, and Smith has 
taken the NTRA in directions that have 
raised a few hackles. His embrace of TVG 
as the industry’s best hope of reaching 
new customers in the future certainly 
stirred the competitive juices of those 
who currently operate or would like to 
offer their own account wagering plat¬ 
forms. 

To his credit, he has made a com¬ 
pelling case for the TVG alliance and has 
stuck to his proverbial guns. 

There have been threats by the Mid- 
Atlantic tracks and Frank Stronach, proud 
owner of about ten percent of America’s 
race tracks, to leave the organization, 
meaning they will no longer pay their 
dues, supposedly because of the NTRA’s 
coziness with TVG. Perhaps the reality is 
that they don’t like having someone di¬ 
rect traffic, preferring the survival of the 
fittest method of operation, a technique 
that has driven racing from fourth or fifth 
place in the ranks of America’s most pop¬ 
ular sports to a status close to winter wa¬ 
ter skiing. 

Regardless, Smith and his colleagues 
have their hands full keeping the ship 
afloat and all the rats aboard. 

Now comes news of an NTRA/ 
Breeders’ Cup partnership that is being 
made up as they go along. The principals. 
Smith and Breeders’ Cup President D.G. 
Van Clief, are terming it a strategic al¬ 
liance of organizations with common 
purposes, while saying that an eventual 
merger is possible, but by no means cer¬ 
tain and not today’s concern. Outsiders 
are less sanguine, seeing this as a bailout 
or the logical conclusion of a cleverly dis¬ 
guised conspiracy by someone to take 
over something. 

Culprits in the conspiracy theory in¬ 
clude: the blue blazer bunch (includes 
Keeneland, The Jockey Club, the Eastern 
Establishment and its nationwide chap¬ 
ters, Yale Law School, etc.), Churchill 
Downs, and the “606 theory,” which 
holds that the central Kentucky Thor¬ 
oughbred community (whose area code 
is 606, but about to change) wants to 
manipulate American racing to its advan¬ 
tage. Come to think of it, Kentucky^ 
breeders have already accomplished that 
through their dominance of the blood¬ 
stock market, so we can eliminate that 
idea. 

After enjoying the humor such no¬ 
tions provide, the NTRA/Breeders’ Cup 


alliance has some merit. It certainly pro¬ 
vides funding sources for the ambitious 
advertising and marketing initiatives 
planned by the NTRA, potentially allows 
operating efficiencies for both organiza¬ 
tions, and gives the NTRA a marketing 
vehicle—racing’s all-star game—to which 
it would otherwise not have access. 

The Breeders’ Cup was created as a 
marketing device, the NTRA to make 
such devices more meaningful. 

While we are not ready to hail this new 
combination as a marriage made in horse 
heaven, not that anyone has asked, we 
would urge the NTRA’s support base to 
withhold judgment and stay the course. 
Judgment Day is not at hand. 

If the NTRA was a good idea two 
years ago, it is no worse today. The horse¬ 
men—owners, breeders, trainers, et al.— 
in particular have a vested stake in the 
success of the NTRA concept, because 
they are the only stakeholders with a 
long-term interest in preserving racing 
and its infrastructure as a sport and a way 
of life. 

Conspiracy theories make interesting 
cocktail conversation, but are also useful 
ways of undermining consensus. In a rac¬ 
ing world being rapidly pulled away from 
its roots, the NTRA is a steering mecha¬ 
nism to help maintain a middle course. It 
isn’t the industry’s only hope, but it may 
be the sport’s last outpost. ❖

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NTRA at 2: now that 
the honeymoon is over... 

Commissioner Tim Smith discusses 
TVG, Breeders’ Cup alliance, and more 

Interview with Timothy T. Capps 


T im Smith became the first chief executive officer and 
“Commissioner” of the newly minted National Thoroughbred 
Racing Association in April of 1998, after having worked as a 
consultant to its predecessor, the National Thoroughbred Asso¬ 
ciation, and other racing industry groups pursuing the idea of a cooperative ef¬ 


fort to expand awareness of racing. 

Smith’s background in politics (he 
was an aide to President Carter) and 
sports marketing (he had served as 
Deputy Commissioner of the PGA 
Tour), his engaging personality and 
his diplomatic skills made him seem 
an ideal choice to take the helm of 
the fledgling ship. 

Ever mindful of the admonition of 
a former track executive that getting 
racing industry constituents to coop¬ 
erate is like trying to herd cats. Smith 
has steered the NTRA through un¬ 
charted waters with a steady hand, 
weathering the inevitable criticisms 
of its initial advertising campaigns 
and its alliance with Television 
Games Network, the start-up televi¬ 
sion/account wagering network that 


is viewed by some as a competitor to 
existing industry platforms. 

Shortly after the announcement of 
a new strategic alliance between the 
NTRA and the Breeders’ Cup in De¬ 
cember, Smith offered his thoughts 
on the first two years of effort to give 
horse racing a united national pres¬ 
ence and the challenges he has faced. 

Question: After almost two 
years of operation, as you look 
back have there been any 
surprises, pleasant or 
unpleasant? 

Answer: There have been some 
pleasant surprises and some minor 
disappointments, as you’d imagine. 


No one could possibly have had a 
perfect crystal ball and I surely didn’t. 

The big concern in recruiting sup¬ 
port going in was on the race track 
side and the bar was set at 75 percent 
participation—tracks representing 75 
percent of the handle—and we’ve 
ended up with 95 percent plus. That 
was a positive. 

Another positive surprise was that 
we found television more receptive 
than we’d imagined to adding live 
racing programming. We didn’t 
know about Fox when we started out 
and we made some brave predictions 
about how much more we could get 
on. That has actually turned out to 
be a mixed blessing because the more 
you get on air the more it costs, so it 
has stretched our budget parameters 
some. But the increase in exposure 
has been very helpful, very positive. 

There have been no major strate¬ 
gic disappointments, just some pro¬ 
grams that have taken longer to get 
up and running or get funded than 
we hoped. Overall, we’ve made solid 
progress with a lot more in the 
pipeline. 
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Q. On the TVfront, how 
would you characterize the 
views of television executives 
toward horse racin£fl 

A. Initially, they were somewhat 
skeptical that racing had its act to¬ 
gether or could get it together. Dur¬ 
ing the time I was working with the 
NTA (National Thoroughbred Asso¬ 
ciation) prior to the formation of this 
organization (NTRA), I had several 
meetings with network executives to 
tell them about plans for a league of¬ 
fice and a national brand. Essentially 
what they said was, “Come back 
when you have all the race tracks, 
when it’s done, because we’ve heard 
brave talk before about racing form¬ 
ing a national organization and it 
never seems to happen. We’re really 
not going to waste time looking at 
the programming grid or the eco¬ 
nomics.” 

A great example of the reaction to 
the establishment of the NTRA 
would be Fox. At the time we were 
initially talking to them about adding 
an older horse series we were just 
starting into business, and what the 
public associated with the NTRA was 
the Lori Petty campaign. Fox just 
loved it, found it very consistent with 
their own brand positioning; in their 
view it had a “Fox” attitude. 

Most of all, though, they were im¬ 
pressed with what the industry was 
doing for itself They thought, based 
on that, that horse racing on televi¬ 
sion had a future, one they were will¬ 
ing to be part of. I think that was the 
biggest single thing television wanted 
to see, that the industry could speak 
with substantially one voice. 

Q. Most televised racing is 
paid for by the industry^ with 
only the Triple Crown and 
Breeders^ Cup commanding 
rights fees. Do you see a time 
frame in which that starts to 
change? 

A. The key to either receiving 
rights fees for week-in, week-out 
horse racing or utilizing the time-buy

version of things is advertiser sup¬ 
port. 

I lived with this exact same equa¬ 
tion for years with golf, where the 
networks would pay rights fees for 
events in the first and second calen¬ 
dar quarters, but late in the third 
quarter or in the fourth quarter they 
wanted time-buys, because you’re up 
against football. 

Once you were able to take the 
economic risk out of it for the net¬ 
works by bringing sponsors, they 
were willing to pay rights fees, but 


once you get to that level you are 
sometimes as well off staying with the 
time-buy model, because you’re 
making just as much money as if the 
advertising flowed through the net¬ 
work as a rights fee. 

The key is to bring additional cor¬ 
porate sponsorship into racing, and I 
think it’s doable. That’s a big part of 
the new alliance with the Breeders’ 
Cup. Both the sponsorship and tele¬ 
vision packages, if they are seamless, 
include both Breeders’ Cup buys, 
championship day, and other tele- 
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vised racing we have throughout the 
year, plus the Eclipse awards. Then 
you have a sponsorship package that 
is competitive in today’s marketplace. 

Q. The strate£iy then is to use 
sponsorships to underwrite the 
telecasts? 

A. Yes. We have a revenue line in 
our budget that just in our second 
year is about $4 million and next year 
will be over $5 million, hopefully ap¬ 
proaching $6 million. It’s not that 
television is a pure cost item today; 
we’re recovering some of it with ex¬ 
isting media and 
sponsorship packages. 

Whether it’s through 
rights fees or the other 
way, I would hope 
this would be a net 
revenue generator, 
certainly within two 
years. 

Q. Can you talk a 
bit about the costs 
of putting on 
network-quality 
programming? 

A. Price levels are 
different on the cost 
side for airtime and 
production or revenue 
side selling or packag¬ 
ing 30-second com¬ 
mercials. The high end of that would 
be major network broadcast televi¬ 
sion. That would be an ABC half- 
hour or hour as part of the Triple 
Crown prep races or it would be an 
hour on Fox Sports as part of the 
NTRA Champions on Fox races, 
which this year will include the Pimli¬ 
co Special. 

That’s several hundred thousand 
dollars an hour for the airtime and 
several hundred thousand an hour for 
production. From a pure ratings 
standpoint, the 30-second spots 
might be priced in the $20,000 to 
$25,000 range, but if they are inte¬ 
grated into a sponsorship package 
where there are some value-added ele¬ 
ments on the air—an example would 


be the Korbel Champagne Winner’s 
Circle—integrating on-site sponsor¬ 
ship benefits with the media benefits, 
those spots easily could command 
double that. 

Another analogy to the PGA Tour 
—if it’s a title sponsor of a Tour 
event, such as the Kemper Open in 
Maryland, that cost on a major 
broadcast network would be in the 
neighborhood of $100,000 for a 30 
or more. A spot by a non-affiliated 
company that just wanted to access 
that golf audience would be a third of 
that, certainly less than half. 


So, when you try to sell that in¬ 
ventory you go, as much as possible, 
to companies that already are in¬ 
volved in racing, have a sponsorship 
or are doing a consumer promotion, 
so that you are adding elements of 
value to the pure media value. 

Q, Are you buying the entire 
program^ including the 
advertising inventory^ or are 
you leaving them with 
inventory to sell? 

A. It can be done either way. What 
we do in most cases is own all the time 
by paying for the time and the pro¬ 
duction and controlling all the inven¬ 
tory. 


Q. The acquisition of Winner 
Communications^ then^ was to 
allow you to produce your own 
television product? 

A. Absolutely. I ran into Art Pres¬ 
ton (partner in Prestonwood Farm) 
who had a horse in Louisiana Cham¬ 
pions Day when I was visiting there. I 
told him about being in the produc¬ 
tion truck at the Hutcheson Stakes, 
which was won by a Prestonwood 
horse, when Basil DeVito, who was 
then our television man, leaned over 
to the producer and asked if they 
could inter¬ 
view the win¬ 
ning owner. 
He said, “Oh, 
yeah, we for¬ 
get,” and said 
to the direc¬ 
tor, “Throw 
it to” whom¬ 
ever the an¬ 
nouncer was. 

It was then 
I realized 
how incredi¬ 
bly beneficial 
it would be— 
if at all possi¬ 
ble financial¬ 
ly—to have 
that relation¬ 
ship with the 
telecast week- 

in and week-out. 

With the Winner acquisition we 
either own or have a lot of influence 
in about 150 hours of racing pro¬ 
gramming, counting ABC, ESPN, 
ESPN2 and ESPN Classic. 

Q. Historicallyy the industry's 
most valuable media property 
has been the Triple Crown^ 
whose events are owned by the 
host tracks. Is that a 
hindrance to you long-term^ to 
the industry? 

A. Clearly, I believe long-term it 
would be better if Thoroughbred 
racing approached the marketplace— 
the networks, potential sponsors, etc.

—with one voice in a unified way. In¬ 
terestingly, I know Tom Meeker, and 
I believe his Triple Crown colleagues 
would probably agree with that. It’s 
just a matter of working out how that 
would occur over a reasonable period 
of time. 

They’re pretty well set with the 
NBC and Visa deals for the next five 
years, but I think even within that 
time period a lot more collaboration 
will occur with the Triple Crown and 
with NBC. 

NBC has a real track record of 
working with its partners/properties 
in selling and promoting together. 
With the coincidence after 2000 of 
NBC having both the Triple Crown 
and the Breeders’ Cup, some real 
year-round racing sponsorship and 
media packages become even more 
likely. 

Q There has been strong 
support for the NTBJi concept 
throughout the industry^ based 
on the view that its mission 
was marketing and 
promotion of the industry. If 
there has been any criticism., 
it has been of things such as the 
medication taskforce or 
NTRA Charities^ i.e.y areas 
which people were not sure 
matched the mission or might 
sidetrack you. Can you 
comment on that? 

A. On one level, improving the ef¬ 
fectiveness, funding and research be¬ 
hind some minimum standard of 
quality in drug testing is really part of 
maintaining public confidence in the 
ability of the sport to police a particu¬ 
lar area of great importance to the 
image and integrity of the competi¬ 
tion. 

When we introduced the Racing 
Integrity and Drug Testing Task 
Force, that was its rationale. If that 
confidence is lost, then improved 
marketing and advertising would pale 
in significance. I can assure you the 
sponsor market would be a lot differ¬ 
ent if we did not maintain some mini¬ 


mum level of quality in 
the drug testing area. 

Others will work on 
the standards at the 
state level, but at least 
in the drug testing 
area, I think it links di¬ 
rectly to public confi¬ 
dence and thus links 
back to marketing and 
promotion and the 
image of the game. 

Equally so, we are 
communicating that 
this is a concerned, caring industry 
through NTRA Charities. Look at 
what the NFL has done with the 
NFL-United Way spots. That is a 
great example of the link between 
charities and public image and, at the 
end of the day, how the public views 
a sport. 

On another level, if there has been 
criticism when we’ve gone beyond 
the narrow scope of co-op advertising 
and additional television, it is impor¬ 
tant to remember that the business 
plan said we had two main missions. 

One was to increase the awareness 
and popularity of the sport. The sec¬ 
ond was to look for other ways, hav¬ 
ing pulled the disparate elements of 
the industry together, of improving 
overall economic conditions in the 
industry. Examples like interactive 
television and better use of technolo¬ 
gy were specifically cited. 

So, I think we tackled in our first 
year the most glaring problem that 
surfaced during the consumer re¬ 
search, which was an awareness issue, 
and that led to the emphasis on ad¬ 
vertising and more live racing on tele¬ 
vision. 

While I think we ought to be care¬ 
ful not to be spread too thin, where 
there is a chance to accomplish some¬ 
thing nationally in a coordinated way 
rather than track by track or state by 
state—that could occur in areas like 
legislation or technology—then I 
think we are obligated to at least take 
a look at it. 

Q. The most controversial 
issue of your tenure has been 


the NTRA^s alliance with 
Television Games Network — 
TVG. Tou have been firm in 
stating that this is the 
appropriate approach for the 
industry as a whole. Tou 
believe TVG does not have to 
be competitive with existing 
account wagering platforms. 
Do you feel this has been more 
divisive than you anticipatedy 
and is the TVG project on 
track? 

A. Yes, it has been more divisive 
than I anticipated and, yes, I think 
we’re on track and on strategy with 
TVG even if we’ve received more crit¬ 
icism—mostly from competitors of 
TVG—than I would have thought. 

The reason I think we must be 
strong in our support of TVG is that 
we are attempting to do something 
very valuable to the industry, very dif¬ 
ficult to pull off and completely dif¬ 
ferent from their competitors and any 
of the other dish services or Internet 
services or phone services. 

The difference—in a nutshell—is 
that TVG is the only company that is 
trying to create a mass audience, 24- 
hour television network for horse rac¬ 
ing, and that is a totally different 
thing from the other services. A dish 
service/phone operation with a 
straight simulcast feed as its television 
component has a potential market¬ 
place of 250,000 to 300,000 experi¬ 
enced handicappers. The nature of 
those pictures and graphics and the 
wagering information will not be un- 
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derstandable, much less marketable, 
to the tens of millions of viewers that 
TYG is going after in their model. 

TVG is aimed at 30 million-plus 
households, the Golf Channel or big¬ 
ger, with the interactive wagering 
component where legal. 

The narrower approach represents 
a significantly smaller investment 
than the $300 to $400-million in¬ 
vestment over three to four years that 
TVG represents. It’s a different di¬ 
mension altogether. 

TVG is the only company that has 
articulated precisely what it would 
put back into 
live racing 
through its 
source market 
fee approach. It 
has publicly stat¬ 
ed the terms of 
its arrangement 
with tracks and 
horsemen. 


of the world, that’s for sure—it is 
teaching handicapping. It is an enter¬ 
taining education about the game, 
how to play it, terminology, etc. 

It may be pretty basic for some, 
but probably 98 percent of American 
sports fans don’t have those basics. 

Q Very recently^ NTRA has 
announced an alliance with 
the Breeders^ Cup that has 
occasioned lots of comment. 
Some view it as a bailout^ 
while others see it as the

ing and administrative functions in 
Kentucky with a single staff in that 
area. For the Breeders’ Cup it pro¬ 
vides the resources of our New York 
office, where I think we’ve got a top¬ 
flight team in the areas of advertising, 
promotion, consumer research, tele¬ 
vision, sponsorship sales, etc. 

It’s a logical extension of the mis¬ 
sion of both organizations. It won’t, 
by the way, compromise the indepen¬ 
dence of either entity because we’re 
not merging the two corporations. 
We have our separate boards, sepa¬ 
rate responsibilities and separate bud¬ 
gets at the end of the 
day. We’re integrat¬ 
ing functions where 
it makes sense. 


the industry aftery say^ a five- 
year ramp-up period? 

A. TVG has some interesting han¬ 
dle analyses that indicate it would 
lead to a 25 percent positive impact 
on purses in that time frame based on 
what I think are fairly conservative, 
certainly believable, assumptions. 

So, if we’re at a billion dollars in 
this country in purses, which we now 
are, that translates into $1.2 billion 
to $1.3 billion from this source 
alone. If there’s additional handle 
from new fans coming to the tracks it 
would be on top of that amount. 

I’ve had rnore opportunity to 
watch TVG recently than ever be¬ 
fore—I was glued to the Laffit Pincay 
coverage. No. matter what people 
think of the programming philoso¬ 
phy overall—and it’s more geared to 
the casual fan than the Andy Beyers 


culmination of a 
conspiracy by the “blue 
blazer crowd” or whomever. 
What are the thoughts 
behind this connection and 
where it can go? 

A. It’s as simple as the business 
common sense of combining the 
league office with the World Series or 
other championship event. 

The marketplace expects us to 
combine the packaging of sponsor¬ 
ship and television in a seamless way 
and that’s a big part of the strategic 
alliance we’re planning. A secondary 
but important reason is that it makes 
both organizations more efficient. 
From the NTRA’s standpoint alone 
it will save about $ I million a year in 
overhead because we’re going to 
consolidate some financial, account¬ 


or interest? 


Q From a 
marketin£i 
standpointy 
where does this 
help the two 
organizations? 
Can you give 
me an example 
where this might 
have moved 
the needle of 
public awareness 


A. I can give you a real example. 
We’ve had a couple of near misses 
over the past year in selling a televised 
series of turf races. What we have to 
sell by ourselves is a series of nice turf 
races on television—mostly ESPN— 
from spring through early fall. We 
could create a separate point system 
for that, brand it with a corporate 
sponsor’s name or try to associate a 
sponsor with the interesting mar¬ 
ketable qualities of turf racing. That’s 
scenario one. 

Or, under scenario two, we could 
present a sponsor the opportunity to 
associate with turf racing through¬ 
out, with a mix of cable and major 
network television and have the 
brand connection with the interna¬ 
tional quality and glamor of turf rac¬ 
ing carry through to sponsorship of 
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... I think we’re part of 
some positive 
momentum and the real 
job is to keep it going 
and build on it. 


the Breeders’ Cup Turf and perhaps 
some sort of presence with the 
Eclipse Awards. 

Then, when fans and customers 
are surveyed a year or two from now, 
there’s a good chance that brand 
would be associated with all the posi¬ 
tive qualities of turf racing. 

Q The blend of cable and 
network television seems to be 
the formula that has worked 
well for other sports^ notably 
NASCAR. Do you think that 
is the future for sports on 
television^ in particular horse 
racing? 

A. Yes, certainly. The cable time 
can be used to promote the broadcast 
time. That’s exacdy what we’re going 
to do this year with the Fox series. In 
fact, we think we’ve come up with a 
better way of using the Fox Sportsnet 
time. Rather than just pick the good 
handicap races and put four or five on 
broadcast TV and four or five on ca¬ 
ble, we’re going to use the cable pro¬ 
gramming time on Fox Sportsnet to 
cover all of the handicap division ac¬ 
tivity with races whose purses are 
$250,000 or more at a mile and up 
on the dirt. 

Every older horse race meeting 
those criteria will be featured on the 
cable shows and will be scheduled to 
promote the Fox Sports broadcast 
shows. 

Throw in TVG, with some 8,700 
hours of coverage a year, and they 
won’t mind at all, as part of the Fox 
family, promoting the upcoming 
races on the broadcast network. 

Q. How solid do you feel the 
corporate commitment 
backin£i TVG is ri£iht now? 

A. I think for the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture it is as strong as you could possi¬ 
bly hope for. They not only have the 
financial ability to do what’s needed 
over a period of time to make a horse 
racing network a reality, but through 
their corporate parentage they have 


the distribution clout, 
which is equally im¬ 
portant, for cable and 
satellite. 

They also have 
unique set-top box 
technology that will 
become particularly 
important as cable be¬ 
comes digital over the 
next few years. 

I think the one thing that we as an 
industry need to work on to ensure 
that the great potential is realized is 
in the area of market access. 

I think that’s the one thing they 
need the industry’s help on that they 
don’t have the ability to do by them¬ 
selves, even with their tremendous 
corporate assets. 

By market access, I mean working 
with regulators, with state legislators 
as appropriate, in the public commu¬ 
nications arena. 

Q. How significant do you 
think the barriers are to the 
multi-state operation that 
TVG envisions? Is this a state- 
by-state stru£f£ile or do the Kyi 
bill and its House equivalent 
help that process if they become 
law? 

A. I think passage of the equiva¬ 
lent to the Kyi bill on the House side 
is critically important and will be very 
favorable to the process. 

But, I believe the bottom line will 
be this: the better legal view, properly 
and carefully communicated, con¬ 
firmed with state regulators, is that an 
account in a pari-mutuelly legal state 
that has not prohibited, by valid 
statute or regulation, account wager¬ 
ing, will be able to transmit informa¬ 
tion to a state such as Oregon where 
the hub is located and account wa¬ 
gering is obviously legal. That is what 
works. 

The barriers are not so high that 
there can’t be a national business in 
most of the pari-mutuel states. We all 
recognize if a statute has been passed 
in a state prohibiting account wager¬ 
ing, even if pari-mutuel wagering is 


otherwise legal, then the task is dif¬ 
ferent. 

Then the task is to pass new legis¬ 
lation legalizing account wagering of 
this type. There are certainly political 
and practical aspects to this. No one 
wants to have litigation or have adverse 
legislation passed where it doesn’t ex¬ 
ist today. We’re on the same page 
with TVG in believing that each of 
these situations needs to be carefully 
and conservatively approached. 

Q. The overall mission has 
remained to find ways to 
increase the popularity of the 
sport. While it is very early^ do 
you have a sense of whether 
that proverbial needle is 
startin£i to move^ that more 
people are energized about 
racing now? 

A. Yes, it’s definitely moved. The 
speculation, of course, is how much 
of it is due to what we’re doing, and 
how much of it is due to other posi¬ 
tive things that have happened such 
as the general health of the economy 
and events like three consecutive 
Triple Crown possibilities. 

But, whether it’s the ESPN/ 
Chilton Sports Poll data that we track 
that shows some overall sports fan in¬ 
crease in interest in racing or some of 
the numerous places where there 
have been upticks in attendance and 
handle, or the robust sales market¬ 
place, there are a lot of positive signs. 

I think at least part of that is due 
to the increased profile of racing on 
television, so I think we’re part of some 
positive momentum and the real job 
is to keep it going and build on it. ❖

December Mixed sale 
a thousand-year high 

Final Timonium auction of the millennium 
tops any mixed sale ever held at that site 


R ecords tumbled, as expected, at Fasig-Tipton Midlan- 
tic’s December Mixed sale, held December 5 and 6 at Timo¬ 
nium. 

The $240,000 sales-topper, a weanling colt by Boston 
Harbor out of Kentucky Derby/Preakness winner Silver Charm’s full sister 
Dollar Poker (by Silver Buck) is the most expensive horse ever sold at a mixed 
sale at Timonium. (The previous record was held since 1967 by the broodmare 
Berio, who sold for $235,000 as part of the William duPont Jr. dispersal). 


Michael Levy signed the ticket on be¬ 
half of Woodford Stables for the record¬ 
setting weanling, who was one of 40 
horses selling in the complete dispersal of 
Mea Culpa Stables, Inc., Green Willow 
Farms, agent. 

The dispersal, a result of the impend¬ 
ing divorce of Mea Culpa Stables owners 
Phyllis and Bill Dixon, netted 
$1,139,200, making it the leading con¬ 
signor by gross. Mea Culpa’s other sales 
stars. Dollar Poker, sold for $175,000 in 
foal to Skip Away, and multiple graded 
stakes winner Mz. Zill Bear ($125,000, 
in foal to Dehere) accounted for the top 
prices among broodmares. 

The top-priced horses exclusive of the 
Mea Culpa dispersal were a weanling colt 
by Not For Love—Cutie Buttons, by 
North Pole, consigned by Dark Hollow, 
agent, and purchased by Peter Karches 
for $105,000; and Margay, a 1995 
daughter of Conquistador Cielo in foal to 
Tale of the Cat, consigned by Chance- 
land Farm, agent, and purchased by Buzz 
Chace, agent, for $100,000. 


Overall, the sale grossed $5,408,700, 
which amounted to a whopping 47 per¬ 
cent increase over 1998. The number 
sold shot up 11 percent, from 437 to 
483. And the average—$11,198—repre¬ 
sented a 33 percent rise over the 1998 
figure of $8,423. The percentage of buy¬ 
backs rose slightly, from 14.6 to 15.8 
percent. 

Demand for broodmares proved “ex¬ 
traordinary” in the words of Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic executive vice-president Mason 
Grasty. Fewer than ten percent of the 288 
broodmares offered on the first day of the 
sale went unsold.

“I probably would have cried if I 
hadn’t gotten her,” admitted Christine 
E. Bricker, an electrical engineer who 
proved that love can (sometimes) find 
away. 

As far as horses go, Brenta is Brick- 
er’s first love. “She was the one who 
got me into the game,” said Bricker, 
who participated in the Country Life 
Farm partnership that raced the 1995 
daughter of Compelling Sound.

All of which helped make Bricker, 
who made plans months ago to buy 
the mare along with a friend who lives 
in Chicago, more than a little nervous. 

“Do something stupid, Brenta,” 
Bricker muttered under her breath as 
the mare was led into the sales ring. 

The bidding started at $2,000 and 
Mike Pons, bidding on Bricker’s be¬ 
half, jumped in at $3,000. Off to the 
right, the unseen competitor(s) moved 
on. . . until at $9,500 Pons raised his 
hand. . . then again at $10,500. . . and, 
finally, at $12,500, sold. 

A fair exchange, concluded several 
of the Country Life partners, who 
came over to hug Bricker and wish her 
well on her first solo horse venture.

PHASING ABOUT 


Season ends on low note 
as Lonesome Glory retires

I MAGINE WAKING UP WITHOUT THE 
sunrise. No light. No warmth. Must 
be pretty lonesome. Or Lonesome. 

In 2000, American steeplechasing must 
wake up without Lonesome Glory—ar¬ 
guably the best steeplechaser in history 
and surely the best of a decade. 

The four-time Eclipse Award winner 
(his undefeated 1999 campaign could be 
worth a record fifth) has graced National 
Steeplechase Association programs since 
1991. Like a ticking clock, or the sun, the 
sport counted on him. Took him for 
granted. Any bad news could be tem¬ 
pered with a “but there’s always Lone¬ 
some” statement. 

Until Lonesome became the bad 
news. 

Preparing for another Colonial Cup at 
age 11, Kay Jeffords’ champion injured a 
tendon and was retired. It didn’t take 
long. One day, he was fine. On target. 
Ready. The next he was a former race 
horse. 

Trainer Bruce Miller made the deci¬ 
sion, and the announcement. 

“He definitely will not run again,” 
Miller said. “It’s a big loss, but we’ve had 
a great run.” 

For the record, it was Wednesday, 
November 17—five days before a Colo¬ 
nial Cup showdown with Ninepins (GB) 
and seven other rivals. The culprit was a 
torn left front tendon, an injury that both 
ends a career and begins one. Lonesome 
Glory exits steeplechasing and joins the 
foxhunting trade. 

“He’s never been off more than two 
and a half months so I don’t think he’ll 
be happy three or four months into it,” 
Miller said. “He’ll go on and be able to 
foxhunt. We’ll progress on that line be¬ 
cause he’s happier doing something.” 

He was happiest racing. 

A son of Transworld and the Jeffords 
family mare Stronghold (Fr) (by Green 
Dancer), Lonesome Glory won his first 
hurdle start, a 3-year-old race at Fair Hill, 


in 1991. He won his last, a $175,000 
stakes at Keeneland, in 1999. 

In between he set records, carried 
weight, whipped good horses, challenged 
legends, defeated history. He won twice 
in England, over hurdles in 1992 and 
over the imposing steeplechase fences in 
1995. 

In 35 career starts over fences, he won 
19 races and $1,318,868. That dollar fig¬ 
ure is a record for U.S.-based steeple¬ 
chase horses and includes $993,868 
earned in American steeplechase races, 
$28,059 earned in England and 
$325,000 in bonuses. 

But Lonesome Glory^ was always more 
than money and numbers. He went be¬ 
yond the game. Like Walter Payton, 
Wayne Gretzky, Hank Aaron, he tran¬ 
scended his sport. The tall, thin chestnut 
gave us reason to stand up, to be proud, 
to boast a litde. 

It will be a little darker without him. 

Colonial Cup still shines 

Lonesome Glory won the Colonial 
Cup three times (1994, ’95 and ’97) in 
six tries. This year’s race seemed empty 
without him—until the last quarter-mile. 

Ninepins, Muscle Car and Campanile 
put on a clinic of what is right in steeple¬ 
chasing with a combative stretch run. 
Only in steeplechasing could a 12-year- 
old English import match strides with 5- 
year-olds by A.P. Indy and Lear Fan. And 
only in steeplechasing could the 12-year- 
old win. 

Hudson River Farm’s Ninepins, 
whose win in the October 23 Breeders’ 
Cup Grand National-NSAl conjured up 
loads of “fluke” comments, dismissed the 
knockers with a gutsy neck decision in the 
$100,000 Colonial Cup-NSAl at Cam¬ 
den, S.C. Trained by Jonathan Sheppard 
and ridden by Arch Kingsley, Ninepins 
set a course record of 5:07 for the 30- 
year-old race and tossed his hat into the 
Eclipse Award contest. 


Make that blinkers. Never has a horse 
done more for a piece of equipment. 

Ninepins lost his first three starts of 
1999 by 63 lengths. Sheppard tried 
blinkers, and his horse responded with 
seven consecutive quality starts. In the fi¬ 
nal two. Ninepins won the Grand Na¬ 
tional and the Colonial Cup to finish 
1999 with an NSA-leading $199,029 in 
earnings. Not bad for a horse most peo¬ 
ple had dismissed as over the hill. 

“1 was wondering what we would do 
with him and I told (owner Ed Swyer) we 
would pick out the secondary races and 
meets,” said Sheppard. “Now look at 
him.” 

Make it a good one. Ninepins, foaled 
in England but raised in Ireland, came to 
America in 1992 and looked like a future 
star when he defeated champion High¬ 
land Bud in his first U.S. start. Stardom 
would have to wait, however. 

And wait. Ninepins won the 1992 
Grand National via disqualification and 
scored in the 1993 Adanta Cup, but col¬ 
lected little more than minor awards 
throughout his U.S. career. 

Until now. The transformation wasn’t 
instant, but Ninepins became a new 
horse. 

“He basically bowed a tendon last fall 
and 1 didn’t give him as much time as we 
usually do,” Sheppard said. “I just 
cranked him up and hoped for the best.” 

Suddenly durable. Ninepins respond¬ 
ed by lasting through a ten-start cam¬ 
paign with two wins, two seconds and 
two thirds. All of the placings came in 
graded stakes company. 

Sheppard sweeps tities 

Beyond his fountain of youth discov¬ 
er)^ with Ninepins, Sheppard sent out the 
year’s novice and 3-year-old champions. 

Bayard Sharp’s Muscle Car won the 
novice (horses that started the year as 
hurdle maidens) crown thanks to a four- 
for-nine mark and $132,950 in earnings. 
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Colonial Cup hero Ninepins (GB) and rider Arch Kingsley (right) gain ground on Muscle Car at the final fence, as Campanile 
moves into contention. The victory set a new course record (5:07) for the two and three-quarter-mile event in Camden, S.C. 


The 5-year-old son of A.P. Indy and 
Sharp’s stakes mare Dixie Accent broke 
his maiden in April at Block House and 
gradually improved all year. Unraced on 
the flat because of an intense dislike for 
the starting gate, Muscle Car won an al¬ 
lowance at Radnor and two fall novice 
stakes. His best race came in a loss, how¬ 
ever. Muscle Car nearly defeated Nine¬ 
pins in the Colonial Cup, and had plenty 
of people looking toward the future. 

“How can you explain that?” asked 
Sheppard. “He just had no self confi¬ 
dence when I got him and had gotten off* 
to a bad start in life. I think there’s more 
there—he could be better yet.” 

Sporting the Hudson River Farm silks 
(as did Ninepins), Addinson dominated 
the 3-year-old ranks with two wins in two 
starts. The son of Northern Baby won at 
Far Hills and Camden to finish with 
$36,000 in earnings and just as many ad¬ 
mirers. 

Addinson looked like a future NBA 
star in junior high—he’s got all the 
moves, he’s just not sure what to do with 
them. He raced greenly at Camden, and 
still won by an easy two lengths. 

“There’s so much talent there, yet he’s 
still very green,” said Kingsley. “We obvi¬ 


ously have a few kinks to work out, but I 
think all that will come with experience.” 

Saluter tops timber ranks (again) 

Ann and Henry Stern’s amazing 
Saluter won his fourth NSA timber cham¬ 
pionship in six years with another strong 
campaign at age 10. Saluter won three of 
five starts (with a second and a third) and 
earned $78,750 to outdistance Welter 
Weight ($48,000) for the championship. 

Saluter won the $50,000 Virginia 
Gold Cup (for the sixth straight year), the 
$50,000 International Gold Cup and the 
$25,000 Virginia Hunt Cup for trainer/ 
jockey Jack Fisher and ended the year 
with an NSA record 21 career timber wins. 

Oh, and he’ll be back in 2000. 

Strawbridge leads way 

The non-equine champions were fa¬ 
miliar names as Augustin Stable, Shep¬ 
pard and Jonathan Kiser all repeated earli¬ 
er tides. 

Augustin, the stable name of NSA 
president George Strawbridge, ran away 
with the owner championship thanks to a 
balanced stable. Twenty-one horses 
earned $379,097 with 12 wins from 50 
starts to give Strawbridge’s charges a 
nearly $100,000 edge on Hudson River. 


Late-season star Sundin (GB) led the 
charge, winning all three of his starts and 
$72,000, along with spring star Dalton 
River. The latter started just twice, but 
won the Adanta Cup-NSAl and finished 
second to Lonesome Glory in the Royal 
Chase-NSAl to end up with $97,600. 

Strawbridge will take the champi¬ 
onship, but would rather point to the 
sport’s accomplishments. In his first year 
as president, steeplechasing visited ten 
race tracks, set a record for total purses 
and more importandy began to work to¬ 
gether. 

After winning just 12 races and plac¬ 
ing sixth in 1998, Sheppard appeared to 
be headed out of steeplechasing. Or at 
least out of its top ten. The English-bred 
horseman had turned his attention to a 
successful flat stable, and steeplechasing 
would soon be an afterthought. 

Or not. 

Sheppard reinstated himself as the 
sport’s dominant horseman with a fabu¬ 
lous 1999 that included 26 wins in 123 
starts, three champions, three of the top 
11 money-earners and his first champion¬ 
ship since 1995. Sheppard dominated the 
late fall season, when faced with a strong 
challenge from Fisher, by winning four 
races at Far Hills (October 23), three at 
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1999

Callaway Gardens (November 6) and 
three more at the Colonial Cup (Novem¬ 
ber 22). 

The stable won nine of the year’s final 
13 stakes races (and didn’t enter horses in 
the other four). 

Sheppard couldn’t explain the sudden 
change. “I think a lot of it is the way the 
numbers fall,” he said. “For two or three 
years, it seemed like things just fell the 
other way. Our luck improved.” 

A master conditioner, Sheppard won 
with all sorts of horses. Ninepins stayed in 
form from July through November. Mus¬ 
cle Car won in April and May, lost four 
straight, and came back with three superb 
late-fall efforts. Sundin returned from a 
14-month layoff to win three graded 
stakes. Highwayman (Ire) won two races 
in eight days. Veteran Bisbalense (Chi) 
won twice, a claimer at Saratoga and a 
handicap at the Colonial Cup. 

Jockey Jonathan Kiser could have a ca¬ 
reer in diplomacy. Somehow, he kept 
everyone happy. A champion in 1997, 
Kiser made his name by riding for trainer 
Tom Voss. In 1999, the jockey rode for 
everyone—and won. 

Kiser led all NSA jockeys with 23 wins 
—the third straight year that number 
came up with a championship—by don¬ 
ning silks for most of the top ten trainers. 
Kiser rode winners for Sheppard, Voss, 
Charlie Fenwick, Ricky Hendriks, Doug 
Font, Bruce Haynes, Kathy Neilson and 
Bruce Rosenbaum. 

“It was nice to get on outside horses, 
but that wasn’t the plan,” Kiser said. “It 
seemed like less than half my business 
came from Mr. Voss where almost all of it 
came from him before. We had a slow 
year, but 1 was lucky enough to make up 
for it.” 

Kiser, 21, emerged from a four-way 
battle for the jockey championship with 
Kingsley, Chip Miller and Sean Clancy. 
All former champions, the quartet fin¬ 
ished five wins apart. Miller led by two af¬ 
ter September, but Kiser forced a tie at 15 
midway through October. By November 
1, Miller and Kiser were still tied at 18 
with Clanc)^ at 16 and Kingsley at 14. 

The latter tore through November, 
winning two at Callaway, one at Charles¬ 
ton and four at Camden to get within one 
of Kiser going into the year’s final race. 
Like a champion, Kiser came through 
with a win aboard the Sheppard-trained 
Sundin. Kingsley was second on Romantic. 


Flying in Florida 

The 1999 season featured the latest 
closing date (December 5) of any NSA 
season. The late date brought history^ as 
steeplechasing visited a Florida race track 
for the first time. Calder Race Course 
hosted the $50,000 Tropical Park Stee¬ 
plechase, w^hich attracted a field of seven. 

Augustin Stable’s Sundin led at almost 
eveiy^ step at even money to win his third 
race in as many starts this fall. Away 14 
months with a bowed tendon, the Eng¬ 
lish-bred scored in Grade 3 contests at 
Far Hills and Callaway Gardens and en¬ 
joyed the speedy trip at Calder. The vaca¬ 
tion apparently agreed with Sundin, who 
used to spend most of his energy trying 
to bear out in his races. 

“He’s mellowed out a bit as he’s got¬ 
ten older,” said winning trainer Shep¬ 
pard. “He still goes to the front and we 
run him in a burr when he’s going left- 
handed but he’s gotten much better.” 

The race produced just five betting in¬ 
terests, but went on as something new for 
south Florida racing fans. Despite compe¬ 
tition from an important Dolphins-Colts 
football game, the race attracted atten¬ 
tion in Miami with several newspaper ar¬ 
ticles and some other publicity accompa¬ 
nying the steeplechasers. Florida bettors 
acted as if they knew steeplechasing as 
Sundin returned just $4 and keyed a $6 
exacta with Romantic. 

Sheppard, who saddled four of the 
race’s seven starters, enjoyed the trip 
south. 

“The race came as a bit of an after¬ 
thought to some people and 1 think we 
should have started to drum up a bit 
more interest in the race earlier in the 
year,” he said. “All in all, 1 thought it was 


an excellent exhibition. It was a good race 
and 1 think we put up a good effort and a 
good show^” 

Notes 

Charleston, S.C., hosted its annual 
dose of steeplechasing November 14. 
The meet played host to potential star 
Highwayman, another in a long line of 
solid performers from Sheppard’s reinvig¬ 
orated stable, who scored in the $15,000 
allowance feature for owner R.D. Hub¬ 
bard. The Irish import improved to two- 
for-three this fall and would be on any 
short list for 2000 potential. . . The Vir¬ 
ginia-based duo of owner Kinross Farm 
(Zohar Ben-Dov) and trainer Neil Morris 
completed stellar campaigns by grabbing 
minor NSA awards. Kinross led all own¬ 
ers in timber racing with eight wins and 
$97,400 in earnings. Morris took home 
the apprentice jockey championship with 
five wins, all in timber races for Kinross. 
Ben-Dov completed his big year by get¬ 
ting named to the NSA board of directors 
along with fellow new director Carl 
Bouckaert, chairman of the Atlanta 
Steeplechase. . . On the subject, the NSA 
amended its bylaws to create term limits 
for board members. No director may 
serve more than two consecutive three- 
year terms. A director can rejoin the 
board after a one-year hiatus. . . The 
Charlotte Steeplechase unveiled a new 
course near Mineral Springs, N.C., with a 
November 13 open house that attracted 
1,500 people. The big crowd signed up 
for box seats and reserved parking spaces 
for next April’s races while being treated 
to a steeplechase discussion, a training flat 
race and a visit from stakes star Rowdy 
Irishman. ❖

Optimism about future 
of the sport goes only so far

F ewer race meets. Few- 
er races. Fewer horses. 

Fewer owners. Fewer 
trainers. Fewer reasons to be 
optimistic, right? 

Wrong. To a point. 

American steeplechasing 
lived through a sixth consecu¬ 
tive year of downward-point¬ 
ing participation numbers, a 
problem that no doubt needs 
to be addressed, but could be 
poised to make a comeback in 
the 21st century thanks to a 
framework of good signs. 

I give you ten reasons to 
be optimistic about American 
steeplechasing: 

10. Amazing horses. Tim¬ 
ber hero Saluter will begin an 
eighth season of steeplechasing 
this year. Ninepins (GB) is a 
defending champion at age 13. 

Newcomers Muscle Car 
and Addinson have a lot of 
people thinking stardom. And we could 
see the return of a few of our vacationing 
heroes. 

9. Progress. Charlotte opens a new 
course this spring and new race meets are 
being planned in Southern Pines, N.C., 
and Butler, Md. Look for the former, 
Stoneybrook 11 at the new Five Points 
Horse Park, next year. The latter. The 
Downs at Shawan, could see action this 
fall. 

8. Globalization. We’re all going to 
Japan (hint, hint). The Japan Racing As¬ 
sociation hosts a $ 1.5-million internation¬ 
al steeplechase April 15—imagine the tax 
form somebody will have to complete. At 
least one U.S. horse (Ninepins has the in¬ 
side track) will compete in a field of 16. 

7. Data. Recognizing a vacuum, the 
National Steeplechase Association will 
commission an in -depth study of steeple¬ 
chase racegoers. One of the great stum-

bling blocks toward further sponsorship 
and growth will be eliminated. 

6. Jockeys. The life of a steeplechase 
jockey isn’t easy, but quality is being re¬ 
warded. The top four jockeys on the cir¬ 
cuit all rode winners of more than 
$475,000 last year. The men and women 
in the saddle are getting closer to making 
a living at this dangerous game. 

5. Race tracks. Steeplechasing visited 
ten (Calder, Laurel Park, Colonial 
Downs, Belmont Park, Saratoga, Mon¬ 
mouth Park, Delaware Park, Pimlico, 
Churchill Downs, Keeneland) last year, 
and the trend should continue—especial¬ 
ly with Churchill’s expanding influence in 
the world of racing. The race track inter¬ 
est can only help lure new owners and im¬ 
prove steeplechasing’s image with groups 
like the Breeders’ Cup, the NTRA and 
state breeder associations. 

4. Money. Steeplechasing set its third 
consecutive record for total annual purses. 


which reached $4,496,508 in 
1999. 

3. An early start. The rac¬ 
ing calendar wakes up at 
dawn this year, with a Sport 
of Kings maiden hurdle at 
Tampa Bay Downs March 4. 
The first Little Everglades 
point-to-point, which has 
sanctioned aspirations, com¬ 
pletes the weekend the next 
day. 

2. Triple Crown. We don’t 
have a $5-million bonus, or 
national television coverage, 
but they didn’t have those 
when they started either. The 
Steeplechase Triple Crown 
(created in 1999) could be a 
boon to the jumping set, with 
three $100,000 races slated 
for the Thursday before the 
Kentucky Derby, Preakness 
and Belmont Stakes. 

1. Histoty. The year-old Carolina Cup 
Racing Museum renamed itself the Na¬ 
tional Steeplechase Museum late last year, 
hirther cementing its position as a desti¬ 
nation for steeplechase people. The Na¬ 
tional Sporting Library’s makeover also 
puts steeplechasing on better display for 
historians, scholars, fans. Author Peter 
Winants is in the midst of a book on 
American steeplechasing histoty. 

With all that optimism, who could be 
negative? Me. 

The other side of the coin is always a 
flip away, and steeplechasing needs to 
step up in 2000 and beyond or there will 
be no need for the above list. 

In no particular order, the sport needs 
leadership, direction, participation, mon¬ 
ey, energ>% effort, planning, anticipation, 
promotion, vision. 

That’s ten. Without them, optimism 
won’t make it to the first fence. ❖

SHAPING THE BREED 


*Nasrullah descendants 
prosper in ’99 Breeders’ Cup

H istorically, domi- 
nant male lines are 
often like tidal waves 
sweeping away all before 
them. Seventy years ago the 
*Teddy male-line came to 
America (through *Sir Galla- 
had III and *Bull Dog) and 
virtually extinguished the 
male lines of Domino, Fair 
Play and Ben Brush that had 
previously ruled the American 
turf. Just a few decades later, 
however, the Phalaris male 
line through *Nasrullah, Tom 
Fool and Native Dancer bold¬ 
ly swept aside * Teddy’s heirs. 

Now we are seeing a sec¬ 
ond tidal wave of Phalaris 
blood led by Northern 
Dancer and Mr. Prospector. 

It is therefore quite remark¬ 
able to find the *Nasrullah 
line still thriving in a very diverse and 
long-lived fashion. The primary' branches 
of *Nasrullah blood now descend 
through Blushing Groom (Fr) and Seat¬ 
tle Slew, but there remain many other vi¬ 
able branches as well, including Caro 
(Ire), Mill Reef and Riverman. The re¬ 
sults of the 1999 Breeders’ Cup ofter am¬ 
ple evidence of the staying power of 
*Nasrullah blood. 

The day started off with Beautiful 
Pleasure winning the Distaff'. This 4 year- 
old mare is by Maudlin, who descends 
from *Nasrullah through Bold Ruler and 
Foolish Pleasure. 

Mr. Prospector-line horses won both 
2-year-old races, as well as the Sprint, 
confirming Mr. Prospector’s reputation 
as a sire of early speed. Cash Run, winner 
of the Juvenile Fillies, is by Seeking the 
Gold, one of the finest sons of Mr. 
Prospector at stud. Previously unbeaten 
favorite Chilukki ran a gallant second in 
the Juvenile Fillies. Chilukki is by Chero¬ 
kee Run from the Blushing Groom (Fr) 
branch of the *NasruIlah line. Surfside

(by Seatde Slew) who finished third, also 
descends from *Nasrullah. 

No Breeders’ Cup Juvenile winner has 
ever gone on to win the Kentucky' Derby, 
but Anees (by Unbridled), who stormed 
from almost last to first to win the ’99 Ju¬ 
venile, looks to be a genuine classic horse. 
His sire Unbridled won the 1990 Ken¬ 
tucky' Derby, and his broodmare sire Aly- 
dar fits the classic mold as well. Anees is 
inbred 4x3 to Raise a Native—normally, 
but not always, a speed influence. Unbri¬ 
dled also was represented by ’99 Distaff 
contenders Banshee Breeze and Manis- 
tique. 

Second place in the Juvenile went to 
Chief Seatde, by Seatde Slew. Third-place 
went to High Yield, by Storm Cat, which 
brings us to the Classic. 

The ’99 Classic winner Cat Thief was a 
major factor, though by no means the 
only one to contribute, in Storm Cat’s 
banner year in 1999. Storm Cat (by 
Storm Bird and thus a grandson of 
Northern Dancer) became the first sire 
ever credited with more than 20 stakes 


winners in North America in a 
single season. (Such stats have 
only been kept in recent 
decades, however.) 

, Two other Storm Cat sons 

I competed in the Classic: Vi¬ 
sion and Verse (runner-up in 
, the Belmont-Gl and Travers- 

I Gl) and Catienus. 

*Nasrullah blood rose to 
f the fore in the Mile, in which

^ Hawksley Hill (Ire)—the race

I ic and Tuzla are by European 

sires Sillery' and Panoramic, 
while Hawksley Hill was sired 
by the fine American sire 
Rahy. Although he descends 
from *Nasmllah tail-male, Sil- 
ic is inbred 5x3 to Northern Dancer, be¬ 
ing out of a mare by Sadler’s Wells. 

Even more striking is Silic’s deep line¬ 
breeding to *Nasrullah. Silic’s sire Sillery 
is 3x5-*Nasrullah, and Silic’s dam is 6x5- 
*Nasrullah. Silic himself is thus linebred 
4x6x7x6 to *Nasrullah, much like Turf 
winner DaylamI (Ire) (4x6x6x7). 

The Sprint, not surprisingly, was dom¬ 
inated by Raise a Native blood. The win¬ 
ner, Artax, is by Marquetry—a grandson 
of Mr. Prospector. Third-place finisher 
Big Jag is a grandson of Alydar out of an 
Affirmed mare, and thus inbred 3x4 to 
the great speed influence of Raise a Na¬ 
tive. 

Soaring Softly, who won the inaugural 
Filly and Mare Turf'as the 3.6-1 favorite, 
is a granddaughter of Roberto, by Kris S. 
out of Wings of Grace, by Key to the 
Mint. 

Kris S. and Key to the Mint, in turn, 
are both out of *Princequillo mares, mak¬ 
ing Soaring Softly inbred 3x4 to the no¬ 
table stamina influence *Princequillo.

Second-place finisher in the Filly and 
Marc Turf was Coretta (Ire), a grand¬ 
daughter of Nijinsky II (by Caerleon) out 
of a Shirley Heights mare. Zomaradah 
(GB), by a son of Shirley Heights, ran 
third. 

The Shirley Heights connection is par¬ 
ticularly interesting inasmuch as Shirley 
Heights was the best son of Mill Reef at 
stud, and the ’99 Turf winner Daylami 
(Ire) also descends from the Mill Reef 
branch of the *Nasrullah line. Daylami’s 
sire Doyoun is a son of Mill Reef—who 
descends tail-male from *Nasrullah 
through Never Bend. Daylami’s dam, 
Daltawa, is herself is linebred 5x5x6 to 
*Nasrullah. Thus Daylami is deeply line- 
bred 4x6x6x7 to *Nasrullah. 

Notwithstanding the notable success 
of the *Nasrullah line. Northern Dancer 
blood was still much in evidence in the 
Breeders’ Cup. His son Nijinsky II was 
the grandsire of three starters in the Filly 
and Mare Turf' and three more in the 
Turf, while Distaff winner Bcautifiil Plea¬ 
sure and Mare Turf' winner Soaring Softly 
each has Nijinsky II close up on her 
dam’s side. 

Breeding for classic stamina seemed to 
be the order of the day. In addition to the 
blood of Nijinsky II and Unbridled, 
*Nasrullah blood has become one of the 
last bastions of classic stamina. It might 
be noted that Secretariat, Ruffian, Seattle 
Slew and Spectacular Bid, perhaps the 
four brightest stars of the 1970s, were all 
*Nasrullah-line horses, and the ’70s was 
indeed a golden decade for racing. 

The Mid-Atlantic region is blessed 
with a number of accomplished *Nasrul- 
lah-line stallions, as shown in the accom¬ 
panying chart. ❖

Region’s race tracks 
look forward to 2000

Penn National 


P enn National is going Hollywood. 
The Grantville, Pa., track has little 
more than a bit part in the upcom¬ 
ing movie Numbers, based on a true stor>^ 
about a lottery ticket scam that took place 
in the Harrisburg area, but Penn National 
hosted a huge group from Paramount Pic¬ 
tures November 29 to 30. 

Actors John Travolta, Lisa Kudrow 
(Friends) and Chris Kattan (Saturday 
Nijfht Live) star in the movie, and were at 
Penn National to film a scene in which 
the three meet at a race track to discuss 


their circumstances. Jockeys, trainers, 
track employees and a host of horses 
served as extras during the approximately 
20 hours of filming. 

“The scene in the movie is about tw^o 
and a half minutes, but it was crazy here 
for two days,” said Fred Lipkin, Penn Na¬ 
tional’s publicity director. “It’s a great 
honor for us, and it was a thrill to see how 
it was done.” 

Paramount, which first explored the 
possibility of filming at the track in Sep¬ 
tember, brought a parking lot frill of 
trucks, cars, equipment and people to the 
track. Jockeys Thomas Clifton, Justin 
Kravets, Mark Salvaggio and Clinton 
Potts were all involved in the scene— 
which takes place during training hours. 


“They wanted horses to go by at cer¬ 
tain interv^als and in certain directions on 
the track, so they couldn’t really do it 
during normal training hours,” said Lip- 
kin. “We lined up about six race horses 
and several lead ponies and it all worked 
out fine.” 

One truck driver for the operation en¬ 
joyed his Penn National stay immensely, 
thanks to a $45,000 triple payoff while 
playing simulcast action from Thistle¬ 
down. 

Unaffected by his brush with show 
biz, Clifton won the track’s leading jock¬ 
ey title for 1999 while Kravets took the 
top apprentice honor. Late in 1999, 
Kravets was battling Philadelphia Park- 
based Rolanda Simpson for the national

apprentice victory lead. Harry Thompson 
will take his fourth track training champi¬ 
onship in five years. 

Expansion and Penn National Gaming 
have meant the same thing lately, and the 
company took another step with the pur¬ 
chase of two Mississippi casinos from 
Hollywood Park. PNG will buy the Casi¬ 
no Magic hotel, casino, golf resort, recre¬ 
ational vehicle park and marina in Bay St. 
louis and the Boomtown Biloxi casino in 
Biloxi for $195 million cash. The transac¬ 
tion is subject to certain closing condi¬ 
tions including the approval of the Missis¬ 
sippi Gaming Commission. 

Combined, the two casinos add more 
than 70,000 square feet of gaming space 
featuring 2,400 slot machines and 77 
table games to Penn National’s growing 
list of assets which include Penn National 
Race Course, Charles Town, Pocono 
Downs, Freehold Raceway, ten off-track 
wagering facilities and an interest in the 
racing at Garden State Park in New Jersey. 

The Pennsylvania State Horse Racing 
Commission approved a 210-day racing 
calendar for Penn National in 2000, the 
track’s 28th year. The dates will be sepa¬ 
rated into two meetings—Mountainview 
Thoroughbred Racing Association, Inc. 
will conduct 140 programs beginning on 


January 1 and running through August 
30. Penn National Turf Club, Inc. will 
follow with a 70-day session from Sep¬ 
tember 1 through December 31. 



S tate racing commissions have busy 
enough schedules, but the Mar>^- 
land Racing Commission took its 
role a step further by spearheading a drug 
sweep of the Pimlico Race Course back- 
stretch in late November. Coordinated 
with Baltimore police and the Maryland 
State Police, the surprise sweep grew^ out 
of complaints from horsemen about 
thefts and poor conditions in the stable 
area. 

“It all goes toward a greater goal of 
improving the quality of life on the back- 
stretch,” said commission chairman John 
Franzone. “We had so many problems at 
Pimlico with the thefts and things. It had 
become intolerable. We’d been losing the 
batde from the social standpoint.” 

Franzone called the steps necessary, 
and looked forw^ard to a greater involve¬ 
ment by the Maryland Thoroughbred 


Horsemen’s Association and the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club. 

“The horsemen have a veiy^ gcK>d coun¬ 
seling and assistance program and you 
would hope people w'ould volunteer for 
that assistance, but they usually don’t,” 
Franzone said. “For a lot of those people, 
(the drug sweep) will be a good thing. 
The reaction has been extremely positive 
from horsemen. We felt some trainers 
would complain that they lost some help, 
but it’s been just the opposite.” 

No backstretch employees were 
charged by the police, but their licenses 
w^ere suspended pending a hearing with 
the stew^ards and a consultation with a 
drug counselor. Franzone said more 
sweeps could follow, and the long-term 
benefit will be a more pleasant stable area. 

“Horsemen have been asking about 
improving conditions at Pimlico and 
track management has committed to up¬ 
grading,” Franzone said. “But things are 
so ripped up, why would they put money 
into it? If we can get things cleaned up, it 
will clear the way for more of the im¬ 
provements to happen.” 

Lee Cheng Ferrell, the crazed patron 
w^ho ran onto the Pimlico track during 
the Maryland Breeders’ Cup Handicap 
on Preakness day, pleaded guilty to one

“When I started being a referee I said 
T must like people hollering at me,’ ” he 
said.

“I’ll miss being a steward because I did it 
for so long and I liked working with jock¬ 
eys and trainers—I always thought I knew 
what people put up with in each field and 
what you had to go through in a career 
like that. I tried to put that in my deci¬ 
sions and it helped to know where they 
were coming from.” 

Chalk joined veteran Mar^dand racing 
secretary Tommy Baker in retirement, 
leaving the Maryland tracks with two im¬ 
portant positions to fill. 



P hiladelphia’s racing office team 
added another key player in Sal 
Sinatra, who was named director of 
racing in November. The New Jersey na¬ 
tive brings 20 years of experience in rac¬ 
ing, including jobs with the Daily Racing 
Form, Monmouth Park, the Meadow- 
lands and Beulah Park. 

For the past ten years, Sinatra has been 
a vice-president of TSNS, a company that 
creates custom software for race tracks, 
casinos and OTBs. 

Ed Vomacka wall remain Philadelphia’s 
racing secretary and will serve in the same 
capacity at Garden State Park, which is 
leased by Pennwood Inc., a partnership 
of Philadelphia Park and Penn National. 

The Pennsylvania State Horse Racing 
Commission granted 220 days Of live rac¬ 
ing to Philadelphia Park for 2000. Span¬ 
ning the entire year, the racing calendar 
will include four or five-day race weeks 
with a dark period from October 12 
through November 3. 



N ew Jersey’s racing community 
was playing a w^aiting game in 
December as the state’s General 
Assembly prepared to close its session 
January 10. An off-track and telephone 
account wagering bill passed the Senate, 
but still needed to get through the assem¬ 
bly before heading to Governor Christine 
Whitman. 

If passed, the bill would create a maxi¬ 
mum of 15 off-track wagering facilities 
and a telephone account wagering sys¬ 
tem. The bill stopped its progress at the 
Assembly Commerce, Tourism, Gaming 
and Military^ and Veterans’ Affairs Com¬ 
mittee level and was unlikely to be con¬ 
sidered until January. 

Still, track management was optimistic 
about the bill’s chances. 

“We are always very hopeftil; it’s a 
good sign that they had a hearing and 
there will probably be another one,” said 
Bruce Garland, senior vice-president of 
the New Jersey Sports and Exposition 
Authority, owner of the Meadowlands 
and Monmouth Park. “(The bill) levels 
the playing field for us. New Jersey is at a 
competitive disadvantage with its neigh¬ 
boring states, all of which have off'-track 
or phone wagering or slot machines.” 

The 1999 Meadowlands meet, which 
ended November 20, set a record with 
more than $222,000 in average daily 
overnight purses. A 12 percent increase 
over 1998, the purse total helped fuel 
larger fields at the New Jersey track which 
hosted 7.83 horses per race compared to 
7.55 the previous year. 

On-track handle and attendance num¬ 
bers were off slightly, but the total daily 
handle average was almost identical to 
1998 at just under $2.08 million. 

New Jersey horsemen received some 
good news when an agreement was 
reached to open the Garden State Park 
stable area for the winter. The track orig¬ 
inally planned to open its backstretch 30 
days before the 2000 meet, which begins 
March 18. Prior to the agreement. New 
Jersey would have had no open stable 
area from mid-December to mid-Febru- 
ary^ 

A compromise was reached when Gar¬ 
den State, Adantic City, Meadowlands and 
the New Jersey Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Benevolent Association agreed to 
share costs associated with opening the 
stable area.

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Philadelphia Park chaplain 
Nick Salios made a difference

H e’s performed marriages, 

presided at funerals, comforted 
the sick in their hospital beds. 
He’s baptized newborn infants and even 
blessed a foal who had survived a difficult 
birth at his dam’s side. 

In his nearly 20 years as chaplain at 
Philadelphia Park, the Reverend Nicholas 
Salios served the spiritual, emotional, ed¬ 
ucational and often financial needs of the 
race track community. Whether it was 
counseling a troubled groom who was 
battling an addiction, or holding ser\ices

at noon each Sunday in the recreation 
hall, Salios wore many hats. 

On November 26, Salios announced 
his retirement from his Philadelphia Park 
chaplaincy, a post he was assigned in Oc¬ 
tober, 1980. Race track ministry began in 
Pennsylvania at that time; Salios was ap¬ 
pointed as an Ecumenical Missionary^ un¬ 
der National Ministries, American Baptist 
Churches, and part of the Race Track 
Chaplaincy of America. 

In the beginning Salios also ser\'ed 
Penn National with his wife. Rose, who 
in addition to working tirelessly as his as¬ 
sistant is a skilled addictions counselor. 

Salios, who holds graduate degrees in 
psychology, sociology^ divinity, clinical 


training and administration, was one of 
the first chaplains in the RTCA program, 
which started in 1970 when Salty Roberts 
brought pastoral care to horsemen at 
Gulfstream Park. Later, the ministry 
spread to New Jersey. 

Currently, there are 35 ftill-time and 
six part-time chaplains at 55 Thorough¬ 
bred and Standardbred race tracks. 

“I didn’t know a thing about horses 
when I came to Philadelphia Park,” said 
Salios, who had been a chaplain (major) 
in the U. S. Army from 1956-’76 and is a 
certified substance abuse counselor. 

“Rocking horses. . . hobby horses, 
that’s all I knew of horses. But I soon 
learned the special language of the race 
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track. And I learned as much about peo¬ 
ple here as anywhere else,” he said. 

For most of his years at Philadelphia 
Park, Salios’ office vv^as located at the en¬ 
trance to the administration building on 
the backstretch, down the hall from the 
racing secretar>^ and across from the 
horsemen’s association and state veteri¬ 
narian, the sign of the cross blending with 
Daily Racing FormSy condition books and 
overnights. 

Among the services Salios provided 
were counseling for addiction problems, 
networking to help an individual find 
help outside the race track if it could not 
be provided by him, English as a second 
language classes, recreational programs 
such as softball and basketball, children’s 
activities especially at Christmas and Easter 
and the annual pig roast, complete with a 
band. Salios brought university nurses to 
the backstretch weekly for blood pres¬ 
sure, diabetes and mammogram screen¬ 
ings, and through local Catholic charities 
helped workers achieve their high school 
equiv^alency degrees. 

One of the most endearing legacies that 
the Rev. and Mrs. Salios will leave behind 
is their enormous compassion for the back¬ 
stretch community during Christmas. Af¬ 


ter a Christmas Eve candlelight service in 
the recreation hall, members of a local 
church would help Rose distribute small 
gifts—food, mittens, scarves—to those 
spending the holiday on the race track. 

“The biggest problem on the back¬ 
stretch is that the work is not easy,” said 
Salios. “It is year-round, seven days a 
week, and many experience burnout. 
Some are far away from home and have 
great loneliness. 

“I have tried to let workers know that 
they could find help and hope through 
the Christian faith,” he said. “Those ten- 
by-ten dorm rooms can be veiy^ lonely 
places, but it’s up to them what they 
make of it. I tell people that you don’t 
need to sit there—there are places to go 
and things to do.” 

The activities of the Chaplain’s office 
are funded through several sources— 
track management, the horsemen, indi¬ 
viduals and local churches, with manage¬ 
ment in most cases providing the bulk of 
the money. Salios receives a salarv^ 
through the Northeast Division of the 
RTCA. 

While Salios’ achievements are many, 
he heads to retirement with several pieces 
of unfinished business. His wife had been 


trying to start a horsemen-subsidized day 
care center for backstretch personnel that 
didn’t come to fruition, while he had 
wanted to add a Hispanic counselor to 
the staff to help relate with Spanish¬ 
speaking workers. 

Salios’ retirement, though, will be far 
from pedestrian. As a field director for the 
RTCA, he’ll try to develop chaplaincy 
programs at tracks that don’t have one, 
and his first mission will be to Maryland. 
While the Marvdand tracks did support a 
chaplain at one time, they currently do 
not. 

“I think my greatest accomplishment 
at Philadelphia Park was helping people 
find themselves, and to find the meaning 
and purpose in life,” Salios said. “To see 
people change, to help them with their 
addictions. . . a groom who lived here 
some years ago was cross-addicted, yet 
with our help finished his college degree 
and is now a missionary in South Ameri¬ 
ca. That was a great accomplishment.” 

Salios’ successor is the Rev. Charles 
Patane, affiliated with the Church of Je¬ 
sus Christ. A former exercise rider and 
trainer of Saddlebreds, Patane has worked 
as a chaplain at Atlantic City and Colonial 
Downs. ❖

T om Keyser’s “Miracle Mile,” 
published in the Breeders^ Cup 
1999 Championship souvenir mag¬ 
azine, is the kind of turf writing Alexan¬ 
der Pope must have been thinking about 
300 years ago when he offered the fa¬ 
mous observation: 

“True wit is nature to advantage 
dressed, 

What oft was thought, but ne’er so 
well expressed.” 

Hundreds, if not thousands, of articles 
have been written about trainer Michael 
Dickinson and two-time Breeders’ Cup 
Mile-Gl winner Da Hoss, making it im¬ 
possible to deliver any new information 
on the subject. Yet people familiar with 
the whole episode down to its smallest 
details read Keyser’s “Miracle Mile” with 
rapt interest, devouring ever\^ phrase, 
wanting it to go on and on, sorry it had 
to end. 

Keyscr’s story on Dickinson and his 
crew appeared odds-on to win an Eclipse 
Award as the best magazine article on 
racing in 1999, and indeed it did, making 
Keyser the recipient of three Eclipses in 
the past four years. The previous tw^o (in 
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1996 and ’98) were for feature articles 
appearing in the Baltimore Sun^ for which 
Keyser has covered the horse racing beat 
since early 1996. 

Keen yet compassionate, at times po¬ 
etic, and unfailingly down-to-earth, Key¬ 
ser’s race-writing can’t be attributed to 
his background in the sport. Because, pri¬ 
or to 1996, Keyser had no racing back¬ 
ground to speak of. It’s his journalism 
skills that have rapidly elevated the 49- 
year-old newspaperman into the top 
ranks of writers covering horse racing in 
America. 

(Only four writers own three or more 
Eclipse Awards. The others are Bill Nack 
of Sports Illustrated [6], Edwin Pope of 
the Miami Herald [3] and Maryjean Wall 
of the Lexington Herald-Leader [S].) 

Ask him how he caught on so quickly 
to the nuances and demands of racing, 
and Keyser, characteristically, gets right 
to the heart of the matter: “Covering a 
race, or writing a story about someone in 
racing, is basically the same as covering a 
fire or writing a feature about a fire 
chief,” he says. “Your goal is to be accu¬ 
rate, and complete, in telling the story.” 


Keyser has a journalism resume that 
stretches back nearly 35 years and begins 
with on-the-spot coverage of Little 
League baseball games for the Clearwater 
Sun in his hometown of Clearwater, Fla. 
He advanced to news reporter/columnist 
for that paper, spent six years as a reporter 
for the Concord Monitor in Concord, 
N.H., then in 1984 landed at the Sunpa- 
pers. 

Keyser’s news features earned their 
share of recognition. The New England 
newspaper association honored him with 
its prestigious Master Reporter award 
(over rivals from the Boston Globe). And 
in 1988 he won a major regional award 
for his five-part series that chronicled the 
bizarre case of a Hagerstown, Md., judge 
who led a double life (as a pillar of soci¬ 
ety, and gambling/alcohol-addicted em¬ 
bezzler), vanished and assumed a new 
identity, and ultimately was caught and 
sent to federal prison. 

But by the mid-1990s, says Keyser, “1 
suddenly realized I’d been writing exacdy 
the same kind of story for 25 years—that 
is news-related features with a human in¬ 
terest angle.” 

Keyser made several serious attempts 
to snare an assignment to one of The 
Sun*s foreign bureaus. London, the Mid¬ 
dle East, South Africa—each would have 
required a three-year commitment, and 
involved long hours of discussion with his 
wife Doris, a registered nurse. “Doris was 
ready to go,” says Keyser. A runner-up 
for one or two of those jobs (or so he was 
told), Keyser saw the opportunities go to 
younger reporters, brought in from other 
newspapers. 

“Each time you have to prepare your¬ 
self as if you’re going to get it, and when 
you don’t get it, there’s a tremendous let¬ 
down,” says Keyser. He started looking 
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around at what other assignments might 
be available, and that’s when he discov¬ 
ered racing. The SurCs full-time racing re¬ 
porter Ross Peddicord had just left, and 
“as far as I know, no one else on the pa¬ 
per applied for the job,” says Keyset. 

Where other reporters had seen only 
straw. Keyset saw an opportunity to spin 
gold. “When I started this job (which he 
took only after The Sun editors agreed to 
let him cover it as a national beat), it was 
the most interesting, amazing thing I had 
ever done; everything was so new and dif¬ 
ferent from anything I’d ever done be¬ 
fore. There was potential for stories 
everywhere I looked: the horses, the peo¬ 
ple—that was the beauty of it.” 

Since then. Keyset has experienced 
what he calls a “leveling off period,” 
which he believes was inevitable, consid¬ 
ering his initial high. 

Gradually, his focus is shifting. “I 
started out writing about inspiring, uplift¬ 
ing things, like Captain Bodgit and Gary 
Capuano; those were the kinds of stories 
I was looking to do.” But racing “has lots 
of problems, and I am beginning to focus 
on some of those problems,” Keyset con¬ 
tinues. “They’re not as much fun to 
write. I’ve never enjoyed digging up dirt. 
But I’ve come to realize that if I’m going 
to really cover racing. I’m going to have 
to turn the dirt over, and see what’s un¬ 
derneath.” 

Topics that Keyset cited include drugs 
(in horses), jockeys’ “holding” horses, 
and clocking of workouts. “I don’t know 
what I’ll find; maybe nothing, but these 
are the kinds of things I’ll be looking at. 
Actually, I think racing writers all over 
the country^ should be looking at them.” 

Keyset also intends to seek out stories 
that may be of interest to gamblers. “I 
think that is a real flaw in how I’ve been 
covering racing; those are not the kinds 
of stories I love to do, because I’m not a 
big gambler myself. But they are a big 
part of what racing is all about.” 

Keyset’s view of the future of racing 
has also changed over the past four years. 
He says: “At first, I would have said the 
sport had a glowing future. But I’m not 
so sure any more that there are lots of 
people out there who could be attracted 
to horse racing if it were marketed right. 
It could probably do better, but I’m not 
sure how much better.” 

Racing’s drawbacks!* “It’s too compli¬ 
cated; too hard to win. And there is the 
perception, among some people, of abus¬ 
ing the animals.” His four year crash- 
course in racing has led Keyser to con¬ 
clude: “It’s almost an insider’s game.” ❖

Homebreds make headlines 
as millennium draws near 


Best of Luck wins Stuyvesant Handicap-GS 
as season finale 



Mrs. Richard C. duPont’s classic contender Best of Luck 
(by Broad Brush) rallies to a half-length victory over Wild 
Imagination in the Stuyvesant Handicap-G3 at Aqueduct. 


B est of Luck 
ended his 3- 
year-old season 
in the best possible 
way—full of run, and 
with a graded stakes 
win against older 
horses. 

Like all of his 
breeder/owner Allaire 
duPont’s good run¬ 
ners, Best of Luck will 
take a break during 
the winter months. 

Then, handicap star¬ 
dom beckons. Jockey 
Mike Smith told Tlje 
Blood-Horse: “He’s got 
a beautiful turn of 
foot and keeps im¬ 
proving. I think he’s 
going to be real good 
next year.” 

Best of Luck, a son 
of Broad Brush and graded stakes winner 
Crowned (who amassed $605,323 with a 
career that included five stakes wins and a 
second in the Coaching Club American 
Oaks-Gl), was among the most exciting 
Mar)dand-bred 3-year-olds of the 1990s. 

He rose to prominence in April, with 
second-place finishes in the Wood 
Memorial and Withers Stakes (both 
Grade 2), and earned a berth in the Bel¬ 
mont Stakes-Gl with his eye-popping 
triumph in the Peter Pan Stakes-G2 (in 
which eventual Belmont winner Lemon 
Drop Kid finished third). 

The first runner ever to carry Mrs. 
duPont’s venerable Bohemia Stable col¬ 
ors in a Triple Crown event. Best of Luck 
finished a rallying fourth in the Belmont, 
behind Lemon Drop Kid, Vision and 
Verse and Charismatic. 

Then, for a while, the Allen Jerkens 
trainee dropped off racing’s radar screen. 


He made little impact at Saratoga, finish¬ 
ing unplaced in the Jim Dandy-G2 and 
Travers Stakes-Gl, and turned in a dismal 
performance when tried on the turf in an 
allowance race at Belmont in late Septem¬ 
ber. Problems with a quarter crack were 
cited as the cause, and sure enough, by 
mid-October the hard-trying Maryland- 
bred returned to form. 

Aqueduct’s Stuywesant Handicap-G3, 
on November 11, capped off a three-race 
streak of steadily improving efforts that 
included seconds in allowance company 
at Belmont (October 14) and in Aque¬ 
duct’s (October 27) Discovery Handi¬ 
cap-GS. 

With a late-closing rush. Best of Luck 
took the Stuywesant by a half-length. It 
was his fourth victory^ in 15 starts last sea¬ 
son, and boosted his career total to 
$513,550, of which $493,860 was 
earned as a 3-year-old. 


Sleefep honielireds 
fake bofh divisions of 
New Jersey Fnhirify 


R arely has a family horse operation 
dominated an event the way the 
Sleeters (Gerald and Carolyn and 
their son Kevin) swept through the 1999 
New Jersey Futurity. 

Sleeter homebreds trained by Gerald 
Sleeter captured both divisions of the 
time-honored event which had its 43rd 
running on November 12 at the Mead- 
owlands. 

Kevin Sleeter’s She’s Jane (by home 
stallion Northern Idol, sadly now de¬ 
ceased, and a full sister to last year’s male 
division Futurity winner Sprintzer) 
ranked as an outsider in the filly division, 
having done little more than break her 
maiden in seven previous starts. But her 
generous (7.1-1) odds obviously did not 
dampen her self-confidence, as she regis¬ 
tered an easy two and three-quarter- 
length score, completing the six hirlongs 
in 1:10, two-fifths of a second less than 
her stablemate would require to win the 
colts and geldings division.

4 Writer Joe H. Palmer was on the mon¬ 
ey with his “Racing Reflections of 1949”: 

. . .This department does not care very 
much if the Associated Press’s tabulation 
shows that $300,000,000 more or less was 
bet in 1949. The diminishin£f revenue may 
ultimately contribute to my starvation, but 
until it does no thou£fht is£foin£f to be£(iven 
to it. I have never read anythin£f about the 
handle on the day that Henry of Navarre 
ran with Domino to the head of the stretch 
and then ran with Clifford the rest of the 
way. No one bothers to report how heavy the 
bettin£f was on John P. Grier that day in 
1920, and whether the race tracks did bet¬ 
ter or worse in 1949 than they did in 1948 
will in no short while be just as unimpor¬ 
tant information. 

I think that what I shall remember 
longest from the 1949 season will be Capot’s 
two brushes with Coaltown. There can^t be 
much question that Coaltown is the fastest 
horse—not the best horse, but the fastest—of 
our times. . . [Capot] beat Coaltown with 


his heart. This is a vastly cheerin£f spectacle, 
whether with men or horses. It is better with 
horses, because they cannot endorse any¬ 
thing afterward, or appear as guest stars 
on television programs. 

Next, I think I shall remember a flam¬ 
ing chestnut horse with a copper mane and 
brave high head, standing motionless on the 
finish line at Jamaica before a roaring 
stand. This was Stymie, leaving the races 
forever. I do not think Stymie was quite a 
great horse, in the sense that Man o’ War 
and Count Fleet and Citation were, but he 
was the most colorful racer of his genera¬ 
tion. ..

The Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association (MHBA) and 
Maryland Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men's Association (MTHA) 
boards met jointly on December 
15 and approved the arrange¬ 
ment, which is scheduled to re¬ 
main in effect through March 
31,2004. 

A companion agreement 
among the MHBA, MTHA and 
Maryland Jockey Club (owner 
of Laurel and Pimlico) includes 
the following: 

• All previous expense 
agreements are set aside. 

• Provides for a standard six 
percent contribution from 
horsemen and breeders toward 
the tracks' simulcast-related 
expenses. 

• MHBA/MTHA agree to a 
negotiated contribution to the 
completion and implementa¬ 
tion of a wagering information 
system, which will provide on¬ 
line reports of current and cu¬ 
mulative handle distribution 
figures, along with compar¬ 
isons, to each entity. 

• MHBA/MTHA agree to a 
negotiated contribution toward 
a joint marketing/public rela¬ 
tions campaign on behalf of 
Maryland racing. 


• An auditor chosen by the 
MHBA/MTHA will perform 
audit checks as needed. 

• Expense contributions will 
be paid monthly from the ag¬ 
gregate revenues accruing to 
the purse account and Mary¬ 
land-bred Fund (i.e., expenses 
will not be netted out by the 
MJC). 

• Live racing: MJC agrees to 
maintain a minimum of 220 
days of live racing, and will for¬ 
go expense contributions on a 
per diem basis for each day 
Laurel/Pimlico voluntarily 
drop below 220 (e.g., if the 
number falls to 215, the average 
daily expense contribution, 
about $9,400 per day at present 
under this agreement, stays in 
the purse account/Maryland- 
bred Fund. 

• Virginia: MJC, for the peri¬ 
od up to December 31, 1999, 
will pay to the purse account 
and Mary land-bred Fund 1.5 
percent of revenues from wa¬ 
gering on Maryland races in 
Virginia and will not deduct 
any funds from wagering on 
the Virginia signal in Mary¬ 
land. There will be a negotiated 
arrangement by April 30, 2000, 
regarding Virginia revenue dis¬ 
tributions for the year 2000 and 
beyond. 
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Mount St. Mary’s College 
celebrates gift of 
Monsignor K.

P robably for the first time 
in its 191-year history. Mount 
St. Mary's College in Emmits- 
burg, Md., staged a welcoming 
reception for a horse. 

Of course, it wasn't just any 
horse. The honoree was Mon¬ 
signor K., a 13-year-old Thor¬ 
oughbred race horse and name¬ 
sake of the late college 
president Monsignor Robert 
Kline. 

The horse was retired and 
given to the school's riding 
club last October. 

Mount riding club members 
threw a party on December 11 
to introduce Monsignor K. to 
the college community. The fes¬ 
tivities got underway at Breezy 
Hill Farm, where college stu¬ 
dents ride and board horses. 
Then Monsignor K. was loaded 
onto a van and driven two 
miles to campus, where he was 
officially welcomed by the 
school chaplain. Father Jerry 


Francik. The ceremony was 
held in front of the statue of Fa¬ 
ther John DuBois, who found¬ 
ed Mount St. Mary's in 1808. 

The horse was bred and 
raised by Mount alumnus 
William B. Bayne Jr., of Arling¬ 
ton, Va., who calls Monsignor 
Kline "one of the most influen¬ 
tial people in my life." 

Perhaps Monsignor K. really 
did draw some inspiration 
from the college president, who 
died last summer and is buried 
on a mountain overlooking the 
campus. 

Monsignor K. raced for an 
amazing 11 years. He made 187 
starts, won 29 races, placed sec¬ 
ond 36 times and had 37 
thirds—finishing in the money 
102 times. His earnings stand at 
$145,556. He won races in 
Pennsylvania (at Penn National 
and Philadelphia Park), Dela¬ 
ware (Delaware Park), New 


Jersey (Atlantic City) and West 
Virginia (Charles Town). 

Last October, Bruno Belluc- 
ci, a leading trainer at Penn Na¬ 
tional and owner of Monsignor 
K., telephoned Ross Peddicord, 
a college administrator and ad¬ 
visor to the Mount St. Mary's 
intercollegiate riding team and 
club, and offered to give the 
club a horse. 

On a windy Sunday in late 
October, Peddicord, along with 
Joe Topper, owner of Breezy 
Hill, and Clarice Dionot, 
Mount riding team captain, 
headed for Penn National. 

Dionot said Peddicord had 
explained that the horse might 
be "ugly and broken down" af¬ 
ter his long racing career. 

"Well, when we got there, 
we were in shock," said Dionot. 
"Out comes this beautiful 


horse; when we got him home 
and took off the shipping ban¬ 
dages, his legs were clean and 
cold. They had taken absolute¬ 
ly wonderful care of him." 

Now retired from his first 
job as a race horse. Monsignor 
K. is getting ready for a second 
career in the show hunter ring. 
It could take up to a year of re¬ 
training before Monsignor K. 
will actually go to his first show 
or foxhunt. 

"Often I look at Monsignor 
K. standing in his field, and see 
him staring off at the mountain 
towards campus," Peddicord 
said. "Unquestionably, he has 
that 'look of eagles' attributed 
to all good race horses. It 
sounds sentimental, but I know 
Monsignor Kline is looking 
down from that mountain, and 
he's got to be all smiles." 


Rolling Mill dam ofiy 
registered Maryland-breds 




iVlrs. James A. Bayard's 
broodmare Rolling Mill has 
done her best to populate the 
world with winning Maryland- 
breds. 

The 23-year-old daughter of 
Hagley—One Spot, by *Cavan, 
is the dam of 15 registered 
Maryland-bred foals, and is in 
line to produce a 16th (by Two 
Punch) in 2000. 


A year-round boarder at 
Mrs. Richard C. duPont's Wood- 
stock Farm in Chesapeake City, 
Md., Rolling Mill has produced 
13 foals of racing age, 11 
starters, and 10 winners. Five of 
her offspring have placed in 
stakes: Eagle Mill ($216,380), 
My Mafalda ($103,321), Buckles 
and Kinks ($106,883), Lord 
Herrman and Mill Song.

Top Punch's frontrunning 
score in the Rollicking Stakes 
came as no surprise to those ac¬ 
quainted with the gray son of 
Two Punch. 

A February foal, he was 
"very mature as a weanling; 
very nice," said local blood¬ 
stock agent Don Litz, who bred 
Top Punch in partnership with 
his father-in-law Preston Mof¬ 
fett, and sold him at the 1997 
Keeneland November sale for 
$45,000. 

When consigned to the fol¬ 
lowing year's Keeneland Sep¬ 
tember Yearling sale. Top Punch 


brought $87,000 on a bid by Joe 
Allbritton's Lazy Lane Farms, 
and it's been smooth sailing, 
relatively speaking, ever since. 

Under the tutelage of Gra¬ 
ham Motion, he broke his 
maiden in his second outing, a 
seven-furlong maiden special 
at Laurel Park on October 24. 
Next came two confidence¬ 
building works at Laurel: a bul¬ 
let five furlongs in 1:01% (on 
November 9), and six furlongs 
in 1:13 (on November 16). 

All that was prelude, of 
course, to the seven-furlong 
Rollicking, which itself is a tra¬ 
ditional prep for the (mile and 
an eighth) Maryland Juvenile 
Championship, scheduled De¬ 
cember 26.

Bucks, Baron Dekalb and Wood¬ 
bury. Final time was l:24y5. 

Top Punch, whose earnings 
from his first three starts 
amount to $56,050, is the 30th 
stakes winner sired by Two 
Punch, who stands at North- 
view Stallion Station in Chesa¬ 
peake City, Md. 

Moffett and Litz continue to 
own his dam, Derby Topper 
(by Topsider), whom Litz pur¬ 
chased at the 1992 Keeneland 
November sale (carrying her 
first foal, by Phone Trick) for 
$35,000. 

Top Punch is the mare's first 
stakes runner, although each of 
her three previous foals (the 
Phone Trick colt and a filly and 
colt by Black Tie Affair-Ire) has 
had multiple wins. 

Derby Topper has no cur¬ 
rent 2-year-old. Her 1999 Pio¬ 
neering colt brought $33,000 
when consigned by Litz to last 
year's Keeneland November 
sale, and she is in foal for 2000 
to Larrupin'.

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Classic Verse is regal 
in Pennsylvania Futurity 

If a mare is to have a legacy, it should be a stakes winner. And 
that is what Classic Verse has done for his dam, the deceased Miss Re¬ 
gal Classic. The mare’s only foal, the l-year-old gelding by Opening 
Verse won the Pennsylvania Futurity in just his second start to break 
his maiden with style. 


Bulletin board 


The clock started ticking on 
January 1 for out-oTstate broodmares 
who ship into Pennsylvania to foal. 

Mares who came into the state on 
that date could foal any time after April 
1 and have met the new PA-bred re- 
quirement for 90 days of residency. 

Of course, mares who foal later than 
April 1 can come into the state after 
January 1. And to make things simpler 
for breeders, mares who “run out of 
time” (for example, if they need to ship 
to Kentucky after foaling for rebreed¬ 
ing) can return to Pennsylvania—or 
their weanlings can—within the year 
of foaling to fulfill the residency term. 

The PHBA reminds breeders that 
any combination of days served by ei¬ 
ther the mare or her weaned foal (but 
NOT, as one wag noted, hoping to 
shorten the term, by both together) 
will satisfy the requirement. 

The residency period ensures that 
registered PA-breds who participate in 
the state’s lucrative breeding fund pro¬ 
gram will have also “materially con¬ 
tributed” to the state’s breeding econo¬ 
my, by boarding at farms and/or by 
patronizing PA-based stallions. 

Farm owners who accept out-of- 
state mares should be sure to keep accu¬ 
rate records of arrivals and departures 
to help mare owners meet the required 
90 days. 

The super-by-far Power by Far sped 
six furlongs in 1:08^5 to win the 
$50,000-added Bowie Stakes at Laurel 
Park on December 11, four-fifths off the

Miss Regal Classic herself was raced 
by Classic Verse’s owner/breeder, John 
(Jack) Gambone and his Valley Forge 
Stable. The Regal Classic mare also was 
black-typed, with a third in the Alma 
North Handicap at Garden State. She 
earned $57,234 for Gambone before re¬ 
tiring to the broodmare ranks, sadly a 
brief tenure. 

Classic Verse earned $41,430 from 
the Futurity purse of $69,050, for which 
13 registered PA-bred juvenile colts 
and geldings competed on November 20 
at Philadelphia Park. He was trained by 
Ernie Cranfield and ridden by Jeff Lloyd. 


Second was Saucy Alliance, who set 
the pace until the stretch. Owned by 
Clifford A. Riggs and bred by Patricia 
A. Fullmer, Saucy Alliance earned 
$13,810 for his efforts. 

Third was Bensalem, who stalked 
the leaders throughout the seven-fur- 
long test.

NECK'AND'NECK—OR IS IT DOLLAR' 
tO'dollar?—Pennsylvania sires Roanoke 
and Corporate Report are duking it out 
for the top spot as leading sire by cur' 
rent earnings. 

Both have posted more than $1.7 
million in progeny earnings. Both had, 
through the first week of December, 92 
starters apiece. 

Both have five crops, with similar 
average earnings per starter of over 
$18,500. Roanoke, a Reigle Heir Farms 
stallion, had a slight edge in overall 
earnings and number of stakes winners 
(five), but millionaire Corporate Re' 
port, who stands at Pin Oak Lane Farm, 
is just a few winners behind. 

And the dependable Judge Smells, 
who has galloped to the front by num' 
ber of current year winners (62), keeps 
Xanthus Farms near the top of the 
charts. These numbers reflect a dramat' 
ically improved Pennsylvania breeding 
program, with stallions that consistent' 
ly surpass the million'dollar mark. 



Congratulations to farm owners (all 
of whom serve as managers as well) 
Thomas Reigle of Reigle Heir, Dr.

His sire, the Mr. Prospector 
son Power of Mind, stands at Castle 
Rock for the Brandywine Bloodstock of 
Joseph and Betty Kratowicz.

Gambone’s Our Farm makes 
business of caring for horses 


Most people think Ray and Betsy 
Gambone have only three children, all 
in school and doing quite well, thank 
you. But close friends know about a 
fourth, who had a rough start in life and 
lags a bit behind. 

She’s 5 years old now. Betsy loves 
her fiercely. Her name is Ms Nala—she 
was bom at the crest of Lion King mania 
—and she’s a Thoroughbred filly whose 
mother died four days after she was 
foaled. 

“Her dam was my personal horse,” 
says Betsy, trying to explain why this 
one horse among the more than 350 at 
the Gambones’ Our Farm is so very spe¬ 
cial. “Her name was Timely Mite, and 
when I was pregnant with Matthew 
(their oldest child, now 10), I used to 
struggle to bend down to put leg wraps 
on her when she was going to work. 
When she was done racing, I tried to 
breed her, but she kept conceiving 
twins and losing them. She finally had 
a baby for me, by Mr. Nasty (who used 
to stand at their 450-acre Norristown- 
based farm). 

“But I knew something was wrong 
when she foaled. As a mother myself, I 
could tell. I worried and worried, and 
four days later she died. Her uterine 
artery had mptured, and even though 
we transfused her and did everything 
we could to save her, I had an orphan.” 

By then, Katelyn (now 7) and 
Robert (5) had added to Betsy’s always- 
full plate, so the orphan’s initiation in¬ 
to the normal routine of a Thorough¬ 
bred destined to race was delayed. By 
several years, Betsy says with a laugh. 

“She’s just now walking and trotting 
under saddle for me. She’ll be a 5-year- 
old maiden when she goes to the track 
this year,” Betsy says, not at all dis¬ 
pleased with the notion. “I’ll tell Ernie 
(Cranfield, the main trainer for Our 
Farm) to take his time with her. And 
she’ll never, ever run for a claiming tag 
—it would be like losing one of my 
kids!” 


In a business where the bottom line 
is crucial to financial success—the in¬ 
ventory, after all, eats like, well, 
horses—it’s refreshing to talk to Betsy 
Gambone and learn that money isn’t 
always everything. Take their “horse 
recycling” philosophy, for instance. 

“You have to be responsible for what 
you breed,” says Betsy. “If you bring a 
horse into the world, you have to look 
down the road at what’s going to be¬ 
come of it when it’s done racing. While 
we breed for racing ability, naturally, 
we also try to ensure we get a big, nice¬ 
bodied horse that moves well and has a 
good mind—that way, we can recycle 
them into our lesson and show pro¬ 
gram.” 

At any given time, look at the 
hunters and jumpers schooling in the 
one-acre, climate-controlled indoor 
arena at Our Farm and you’re likely to 
see homebreds. Not surprisingly, many 
have been sired by Our Farm stallions. 

Eight Thoroughbreds, each repre¬ 
senting different sire lines, will stand in 
2000. They are Afleetknowsasecret (by 
Afleet); It’s Always You (Apalachee); 
Michael’s Star (Risen Star); Obstructed 
(Mining); Proof (Believe It); Sicilian 
Law (Wardlaw); Sir Eric (Alydar); and 
Traffic Zack (Talc). 

In addition, the Quarter Horse stal¬ 
lions Custom Quincy, a stunningly pret¬ 
ty horse, and Kid Deluxe (who stands at 
Bill Dickerson’s farm in Moscow, Pa., 
in the Poconos) head the Gambones’ 
Quarter Horse contingent of 40 head. 

Obstructed is a young stallion who 
worked in bullets “all the time,” says 
Betsy. Big and pretty, he has so im¬ 
pressed Ray’s older brother. Jack, that 
Jack is sending all of his mares to him. 
“And these are really nice mares,” says 
Betsy. “By Mt. Livermore, Capote, 
Storm Bird and Phone Trick. That’s 
how much he thinks of Obstructed.” 

Jack’s opinion is to be taken serious¬ 
ly; he won the latest running of the 
Pennsylvania Futurity with a home¬ 
bred, Classic Verse. “Jack has been 


working on upgrading his broodmare 
band,” Betsy says. “When it comes to 
breeding season, typically we get to¬ 
gether with the stud books; I give him a 
bunch of ideas to consider, and he picks 
a stallion for each of his mares.” For 
2000, at least, the decisions are cov¬ 
ered. 

For Ray and Betsy, however, deci¬ 
sion-making will kick into high gear in 
January. They expect to foal 68 mares 
this year, about 20 more than in 1999. 
Depending on the health and appear¬ 
ance of the foals, many of the mares 
will patronize farm stallions, particular¬ 
ly Sir Eric, who has rewarded the Gam¬ 
bones with several stakes winners. 

“I bought a bunch of older stakes- 
winning, stakes-producing mares espe¬ 
cially for him,” says Betsy. Sir Eric has 
15 2-year-olds of 2000 and nearly 40 
yearlings, with another 45 foals expect¬ 
ed this year, Betsy says. 

The foals will help erase the night¬ 
mare of a barn fire last November, in 
which several mares were killed. The 
Gambones rebuilt the barn, an auxil¬ 
iary facility, and installed sprinklers. 
Other updates at the farm include a 
Nutrena feed dealership (“Their service 
is unsurpassed,” says Betsy, who sells 
the custom mix to other area stables) 
and the expansion of their farm-based 
tack shop to the Internet. It will be 
called The Shop at Our Farm, Betsy 
says, and should be online soon. 

The tack shop is a natural offshoot 
of Our Farm’s increasingly busy lesson 
and show program. The 60 days of 
horse shows hosted at the farm include 
a popular series held over the Christ¬ 
mas holidays. Betsy’s favorite classes: 
horseless events for the brothers and 
sisters whose siblings get the limelight 
all year. “We have them walk, trot and 
canter, and even hand gallop. They 
have to change leads and line up. I usu¬ 
ally wind up with one of the littlest kids 
on my back,” says Betsy.

“The really funny class is the timed 
jumper class, where the older boys have 
a blast.” Best of all, though, is the 
Christmas Village class. “It’s an obsta¬ 
cle course. Some kids do it on foot, 
some ride their ponies. One of our 
ponies gets a red nose and antlers. It’s 
something you have to see.” 

Actually, you could say that about 
the entire operation. Betsy says she and 
Ray are lucky to have an “official public 
relations representative” on duty seven 
days a week. “Katelyn is always happy 
to give the grand tour to anyone who 
comes in the driveway,” Betsy says. 


Beginning January 1, 2000, the 
owner bonus program for Pennsylva- 
nia-breds was set to resume at Penn Na¬ 
tional. 

The bonus is paid to the owners of 
PA-breds who finish first, second or 
third in overnight races as additional 
purse money, equal to approximately 
30 percent. 

The program was suspended at Penn 
National in the last two months of 
1999 when a combination of circum¬ 
stances led to a funding limitation. 


Live racing returned in mid-1999 af¬ 
ter a long contract dispute stoppage 
that upon its resolution found the rac¬ 
ing card flooded with PA-breds who 
won a disproportionate share of races 
(which in any other light would be 
deemed a resounding success). 

Recognizing the importance of the 
owner bonus to horsemen, Pennsylva¬ 
nia Horse Breeders Association presi¬ 
dent Dr. William J. Solomon said, “We 
hope business will be good enough 
whereby we will be able to raise the 
percentage sometime early in the new 
year.” 

With periodic review of the bonus 
fund—hopefully coinciding with each 
new condition book—the PHBA may 
be able to gradually bring the owner 
bonus at Penn National back to the lev¬ 
els now enjoyed at Philadelphia Park. 

TTie owner bonus fund is indepen¬ 
dent of breeder and stallion awards, al¬ 
so governed by the PHBA. 

However, both types of payments re¬ 
main among the most generous in the 
nation, with up to 50 percent paid as 
owner bonuses at Philadelphia Park. 
Breeder awards are 30 percent for PA- 
sired registered PA-breds, and 20 per¬ 
cent for non-PA-sired. Stallion awards 
are ten percent.

Bandi’s Boy 
rallies to win 
Futurity 

S uzanne Dillow finally admits she 
was wrong. Even though she 
bred and raised Bandies Boy, 
she did not believe the dark 
bay or brown gelding would develop 
into a stakes winner. 

Bandi's Boy showed signs of a 
breakthrough this fall, reeling off five 
consecutive in-the-money finishes 
and earning more than $22,000 in the 
two months leading up to the 
November 13 West Virginia Futurity at 
Charles Town. But he finished third in 
the Dr. Ernest Benner Stakes and 
settled for second in the Vincent 
Moscarelli Memorial Breeders Classic, 
both at six and a half furlongs. 

Then, in his first try at seven furlongs, 
Bandi's Boy rallied to win the $25,000- 
added Futurity. He wore down 4-5 
favorite Aye Jacoby in the stretch to 
win by a length in 1:31.54. Aye 
Jacoby, the only filly In the five-horse 
field, battled gamely for second, 
three and a half lengths clear of 
Parham's Music. 

"I think I was in denial as to the 
ability this horse had," said Dillow. "I 
couldn't believe he was as good as 
my husband (trainer Danny Dillow) 
and Todd (jockey Todd Dupuis) 
thought he was. This is just so exciting." 

Dupuis took Bandi's Boy back to 
last as the race unfolded perfectly in 
front of them. Aye Jacoby was 
pressured on the lead, something she 
avoided when she posted wire-to- 
wire victories in the Benner and Triple 
Crown Feed Breeders Classic. Slew's 
Smile pressed the pace through an 
opening half-mile in 48.69 and

Adam—Soy Binn earned $96,810 and 
was named best in the division for 
fillies and mares, 3 and up. 

A Huevo broke a 26-year-old 
Charles Town track record when he 
won the mile and an eighth West 
Virginia Breeders Classic in 1:50 flat on 
October 10. He was three-for-three 
heading into the Classic, having won 
back-to-back six-furlong allowance 
races at Delaware Park in under 1:10. 
The son of Cool Joe—Verabald 
amassed $124,500 in earnings. 

A Huevo had company in the 3- 
year-old colts and geldings division. 
Eleanor Casey's Hushaby Adam 
earned a share of the spotlight with 
runaway victories in the Bob Leavitt 
Memorial and Frank Gall Stakes and a 
runner-up finish in the Onion Juice 
Breeders Classic, all at seven furlongs. 
Hushaby Adam was no worse than 
fourth in six stakes tries, earning more 
than $68,000 in nine starts. 

Janene Watson's Siouxperhoney 
was voted the top 3-year-old filly after 
she upset the field to win the West 
Virginia Division of Tourism Breeders 
Classic. Siouxperhoney earned nearly 
$40,000 with six on-the-board finishes.

Aye Jacoby posted wire-to-wire 
victories in the six and a half-furlong 
Dr. Ernest Benner Stakes and four and 
a half-furlong Triple Crown Feed 
Breeders Classic.

$105,577, boosted by a second-place 
finish in the Breeders Classic.

Wearing biinkers for the first time, 
Bandi's Boy engaged the ieader in 
midstretch and drove ciear under 
strong ieft-handed urging. 

Bandi's Boy made a simiiar move in 
the Moscareiii, oniy to hang in the 
stretch as You Never Can Teii raliied 
past him for the win. 

“it set up just iike the Breeders 
Ciassic," said Dupuis. “The track was a 
iittie more in his favor tonight, and the 
biinkers heiped a iittie." 

Bandi's Boy is the first horse ever 
bred by the Diiiows. He is the first foai 
out of Fieet Band, a hard-hitting mare 
who won five of nine starts for the 
Diiiows, mostly in allowance 
company, before she broke down in 
a race at Charles Town. His sire. My 
Boy Adam, was the leading West 
Virginia stallion by money earned in 
1999. 

“We were partial to Fleet Band and 
we didn't want to lose her, so we 
bred her," said Danny Diiiow. “Words 
can't describe how it felt to see her 
baby run like that. I don't think 
Suzanne has gotten over it yet."
